WENTY YEARS ago this 

month, Governor Ronald 

Reagan ordered the National 
Guard into Berkeley to squash the dem- 
onstrations that erupted over the Uni- 
versity of California’s decision to build 
dormitories on a small plot of land 
off Telegraph Avenue. Tear gas filled 
the streets as protesters clashed with 
the troops. Two people died. 

As Yogi Berra once said, it’s deja vu 
all over again. The University of Cali- 
fornia has announced a new set of 
plans to build 250 dorm rooms on 
what is now called People’s Park. 
And, as Steve Stallone reports on page 
15, although the National Guard tanks 
aren’t patrolling the streets of Berke- 
import vehicles, ley, the university is making it quite 
honda ae clear that even fairly tame protests 
against its plans will not be tolerated. 

On Sunday, March 19th, about 75 
protesters set up a vigil in the park, 
tacking up on a tree a version of the 
‘People’s Park”’ sign that had been 
posted two decades ago and erecting a 
community bulletin board, something 
the university, which owns the land, 
has refused to allow. At 6 am, Mon- 
day morning, university police swept 
through the park, rousting the pro- 
testers and tearing down the sign and 
the bulletin board. 

Meanwhile, across the Bay, the 
foul smell of tear gas has appeared in 
the streets. San Francisco police 
resorted to gassing demonstrators 
who assembled outside of the Federal 
Building March 20th to protest U.S. 
policy in El Salvador. 

Based on discussions with demon- 
strators and on TV footage of the 
scene, it appears the tear gas came out 
after the demonstrators noticed num- 
erous undercover cops in their midst 
and began demanding that they iden- 
tify themselves. Some of the demon- 
strators were no doubt verbally abu- 
sive, but there doesn’t seem to be any 
evidence that any of them actually

physically assaulted the officers. 

The incident raises a lot of ques- 
tions. As Jim Balderston points out 
on page 12, the Police Department 
was supposed to have adopted a new, 
less-violent ‘‘crowd control’’ policy in 
the wake of the Dolores Huerta beat- 
ing. That policy was on trial Monday, 
and it appears to have failed. Super- 
visor Terence Hallinan has now de- 
manded that the chief appear before 
the Board of Supervisors and explain 
why it was necessary to use tear gas 
against the protesters. 

Beyond that, I have to wonder: 
Why were a dozen or more under- 
cover cops — many of them narcotics 
officers, according to KRON-TV re- 
ports — mingling with the protesters, 
anyway? Did anyone actually believe 
the protesters would be using or sell- 
ing significant amounts of narcotics? 
Didn’t it occur to Chief Jordan that 
most of the veteran demonstrators in 
this town can pick out an undercover 
cop in about six seconds — and that the 
presence of those narcs in the crowd of

Commissioner Hu’s secret team 


City Planning Department has stood for one 

thing: highrise office development. No 
highrise was too big, no developer too arrogant, no 
environmental impact too bad to prevent the 
department and the Planning Commission from 
pushing the project through. And for more than 20 
years, almost every change the department pro- 
posed in city planning and zoning regulations had 
at its heart one concept: to keep the city safe for 
more development. 

So we’re more than a bit apprehensive about 
City Planning’s latest venture — Commissioner 
Wayne Hu’s private ad hoc committee to consider 
revising the City Planning Code, disclosed in Jim 
Balderston’s story on page 17. 

We agree with Hu’s premise: The City Planning 
Code is badly in need of revisions. The code, the 
basic body of law that governs all planning and 
zoning decisions in San Francisco, is outdated, 
overly complex, poorly indexed and in many cases 
overly biased in favor of big developers, who have 
the resources to hire private attorneys to probe its 
arcane mysteries. 

In fact, we’d be pleased to see a representative 
panel review and update — in public — those 
parts of the Planning Code that allow big 
developers to get away with murder while keeping 
the average citizen from repaving the floor of his 
or her garage. 

That’s not what’s happening, however. Hu’s 
handpicked panel consists almost entirely of 
downtown lawyers, developers, architects and real 
estate agents who have a vested interest in the out- 
come of any code revision. The meetings have been 
held in private, with no public notice. Under Hu’s 
plan, the money to fund the revision project will 
come from private contributions under the aus- 
pices of SPUR, a private planning group financed 
by and largely accountable to big downtown 
businesses. 

Progressive planning commissioners like Sue 
Bierman and Doug Engmann have gone along with 
the idea, saying that the city’s budget problems 
make it unlikely that public money will be available 
any time soon to underwrite the systemic overhaul 
of the Planning Code. The Hu panel will only

make suggestions, they point out — the commis- 
sion will make final changes after public hearings 
and open debate. 

But the Planning Code is intricate and complex, 
and citizens will be hard pressed to review in detail 
what the private panel and its private consultants 
have wrought. The members of the panel will have 
an inside line on the revisions — they will set the 
terms of the debate and the rest of us will be 
relegated to responding. 

Hu’s motives may be perfectly pure — but we 
can’t help remembering the last time a planning 
commissioner (with all the right motives) put 
together a private, downtown-financed group to 
study a crucial development issue. It was 1980, the 
commissioner’s name was Charlie Starbuck, and 
his project was to have been called the Downtown 
Environmental Impact Report. The way Starbuck 
saw it, the EIR would analyze fairly and objectively 
the cumulative impacts of downtown development 
on the city. While the study was underway, en- 
vironmentalists would hold off on anti-highrise 
initiatives — and the developers would hold off on 
building new highrises. 

Naturally, the developers broke their promise. 
Starbuck was fired (by Dianne Feinstein), 
downtown took control of the project, and when 
the consultant hired to do the report didn’t come 
up with the answers downtown wanted, Planning 
Director Dean Macris scuttled the whole thing. 
Instead of the reasonable controls Starbuck 
wanted, the city wound up with the most intensive 
(and damaging) highrise boom in its history. 

The lesson is abundantly clear: Planning Code 
revisions should be done completely in public, with 
widespread notification of all meetings and the 
broadest possible input. And this sort of work 
should never be privately funded — the city has a 
budget of almost $2 billion, and if the job of 
rewriting the Planning Code is important enough, 
the Planning Commission can fight for the money 
to hire an outside consultant, or do the work with 
its own staff. 

In the meantime, Commissioner Hu should dis- 
band his secret team and start making the case for 
a much needed Planning Code revision where it 
belongs: in public. 


UC vs. People’s Park, 1969-1989 


for the needs and desires of the Berkeley 

community, the University of California has 
again proposed to build dormitories on what may 
be the city’s most hallowed land, People’s Park. 

This time, the plan calls for a 250-bed dorm and 
an underground garage, occupying about 40 per- 
cent of the site. In an apparent effort to buy off the 
opposition, the university has agreed to allow the 
rest of the area to remain a park. 

Construction at the People’s Park site was a bad 
idea 20 years ago, and if anything, it’s a worse idea 
today. An overwhelming majority of this often- 
fractured community has made it clear time and 
time again that it wants this spot to be a park, an 
open haven in the city’s most densely populated 
neighborhood, a memorial to the movement of the 
sixties that helped stop the Vietnam War and 
changed American society. 

As the public hearing in Berkeley last week 
showed, Berkeley’s passion for the park has not 
been diminished by time or by the university’s 
attempts to sully (or banish) its memory. 

Certainly, People’s Park is not the community 
center envisioned by its supporters two decades 
ago. But the blame for this lies squarely with the 
university. “ 

By proposing much-needed student housing for 
the park, the university apparently hopes to set its 
students against the rest of the community. But 
ASUC President Jeff Chang joined Mayor Loni 
Hancock in asking the UC Regents to leave the 
park alone. The Daily Californian, a campus news- 

paper, has editorialized in favor of preserving

the park, and students at a recent public hearing 
overwhelmingly supported the park. 

Even City Councilmember Don Jelinek, who 
represents a district with a large student popula- 
tion, seems to have realized the housing issue is a 
red herring. 

The issue goes well beyond People’s Park. In 
Berkeley, San Francisco and other communities 
across the state, the University of California has 
used its special state powers to steamroll local con- 
cerns and expand as it sees fit, destroying neigh- 
borhoods, open space and even local housing in the 
name of higher education. 

As if to drive the point home for all to see, the 
university sent its forces to People’s Park at 6 am 
March 20th to sweep away a replica of the original 
People’s Park sign and a community bulletin 
board erected at a park vigil the night before. 

We're pleased to see that Berkeley is demanding 
that the university become more accountable to the 
cities and counties in which it operates. But 
ultimately, it may take action by the state Legis- 
lature to bring this imperial colossus under control. 

For now, before the barricades and the tear gas 
return, it is time for the university to recognize 
Berkeley’s demands and scuttle its ill-advised dorm 
construction plan. If university officials really 
want to solve the student housing crisis, they can 
start working with the city, instead of against it, to 
develop a comprehensive plan. And if those offi- 
cials really want to show their willingness to work 
with their neighbors, they could even take a step 
they should have taken 20 years ago: turn the park 
over to the city.

Socially responsible shopping 

I would like to respond to three points raised in 
the brief review of Shopping For A Better World 
that appeared in your Political Alerts column (see 
Bay Guardian, 1/11/89). 

First, the rating charts in the new consumer 
shopping guide were described as ‘‘sometimes hard 
to read.’’ A simpler and larger size format is planned 
for the 1990 edition, to be published by Ballantine 
Books. This is already underway since we intend to 
have annual updates. The same boldface check- 
mark will be used throughout to indicate top rat- 
ings, a lightface check for moderate ratings, and an 
“X’? for poor ratings. 


Second, your reviewer questioned why the guide 
did not include a ‘‘labor relations’? category 
among its criteria. We could not list it separately 
because of the space limitations of a pocket-sized 
guide. Our researchers did, however, seek out 
available informtion on recent labor disputes. 
Since employees are part of the community, this in- 
formation was incorporated into the Community 
Outreach ratings. 

Third, your Alerts columnist questioned the 
high marks for Campbell Soup Company, citing 
the farm labor dispute that began in 1978. This 
controversy was extremely hard to resolve because 
it involved not only the company and the migrant 
workers, but also the growers, who were the direct 
employers of the migrant laborers. Campbell re- 
sponded by writing into their agreements with 
growers provisions for better housing, health-care 
insurance and day-care assistance. The Farm 
Labor Organizing Committee argued that better 
wages were the crux of the problem, and continued 
the boycott. A three-way joint agreement was 
signed in early 1986, and the boycott was ended. 

In rating companies for the guide, the Council 
on Economic Priorities studied overall perfor- 
mances in each of the categories, focusing partic- 
ularly on the last three to five years. We considered 
Campbells’s decision to remain in Camden and 
build its world headquarters there, working to re- 
vitalize a large portion of the city’s deteriorated 
downtown area. Also taken into account were the 
company’s contributions to loan funds for low-in- 
come housing renovation and minority-owned 
businesses; its work to support youth job training 
and to upgrade daycare facilities citywide. In ad- 
dition, Campbell’s has thriving minority purchas- 
ing and banking programs, offers on-site daycare 
to headquarters employees and a child care infor- 
mation and referral service for all its workers.

Showing the flag: In 1984 


_ demonstrators, unable to 


reach the Dallas convention 
center where Ronald Reagan 
was being crowned by the 
Republican National Conven- 
tion, stopped outside City Hall 
where some of them burned 
an American flag. Joey 
Johnson, a member of the 
Revolutionary Communist 
Youth Brigade, was charged 
with “‘desecrating a 
venerable object”’ in sucha 
way as to offend a bystander. 

Johnson was convicted, 
sentenced to a year in jail and 
fined $2,000, but his convic- 
tion was overturned by the 
Texas Court of Criminal Ap- 
peals on the seemingly ob- 
vious grounds that burning a 
flag was a form of political 
speech and therefore pro- 
tected under the First Amend- 
ment. The state, however, 
didn’t read the First Amend- 
ment that way and decided to 
spend gobs of taxpayer 
money to appeal the case to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. Last 
October the court agreed to 
hear it. The court has ruled in 
the past that desecration of 
the flag can be protected 
speech, but those rulings 
have been very specific and 
limited, and the fact that it 
decided to hear the case was 
not heralded as a good sign 
by Johnson’s supporters. 

As we were going to press, 
the noted attorney William 
Kunstler was preparing for 
the Tuesday/21 oral 
arguments on this critical 
First Amendment case, after 
which the high court could 
take months to rule. In the

BROWN CALLS 
SECRET MEETING 
— EX/CHRON 
BLACKS IT OUT 


AN UPROAR in Sacramento among state 
legislators, led by Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown, who are reluctant to have their 
driving records made public has cul- 
minated in what appears to be an illegal 
closed meeting of the entire Assembly. 

At the heart of the issue is a recent 
public records request by the San Jose 
Mercury News, which asked the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles for the driving 
records of all 120 state legislators. 

Although DMV records for California 
citizens are considered public, the paper’s 
request sparked a bi-partisan effort to 
quash the release. 

However, despite the fact that the story 
involved a major statewide public records 
issue and involved the speaker of the 
Assembly, who represents San Francisco, 
neither of San Francisco’s daily papers has 
printed a word about it. 

Once again the Mercury News — as 
it did in the Fair Political Practices 
investigation files case in 1987 and in 
numerous earlier stories on Brown — has 
broken a major story on a prominent local 
legislator that the Examiner and Chronicle 
have blacked out. 

Mercury News reporter Bert Robinson, 
who wrote two of the stories on the closed 
session, told the Bay Guardian that the 
original idea for the legislators’ DMV 
records request came from a related story. 

“We had requested all the driving 
records for the San Francisco 49ers and 
then done a story about it,’’ he said. ‘‘An 
editor saw it and said, ‘We ought to do 
this for the Legislature.’ ”” 

The Mercury News filed the DMV re- 
quest the first week of March. 

And on Monday, March 13th, the 
Assembly convened in an unusual closed 
“committee of the whole”’ session to 
discuss the request behind closed doors. 

Among other things, the Assembly 
reportedly discussed ways to avoid having 
the records released as well as legislation 
that would change the laws that make the 
material public. 

Attorney Terry Francke, counsel for the 
California Newspaper Publishers 
Association, told the Bay Guardian that 
the Legislative Open Meeting Law, which 
governs both houses of the Legislature, has 
no exemption that would allow the 
meeting to take place behind closed doors. 
“As of 1984, the law has been stiffened 
for the Legislature,’’ Francke said. ‘‘There 
are only two exemptions that allow for 
closed sessions.”’ 

- "Those exemptions are for the appoint- 
ment, dismissal or evaluation of legislative 
staff or security threats to members of the 
Legislature or their staff. In this case, 
Brown said that since the meeting con- 
cerned legislators’ driving records, it was 
“personal and personnel.’’ 

But Francke said that the open meeting 
law does not cover members of the Legisla- 
ture. ‘‘The personnel evaluation refers and 
applies only to legislative staff, not the 
elected officials,’’ he said. 

In the end, the DMV agreed to release 
the legislators’ driving records — Francke 
noted that they had always been public 








records — but not until after the 
legislators grumbled and fumed about 
“invasion of privacy”’ and ‘‘sneaky’’ 
behavior on the part of the press. 

The legislators are angry enough to be 
considering legislation that would close off 
legislators’ DMV records to the public. A 
similar move in the 1987 FPPC case by the 
Legislature was defeated after freedom 
of information groups forced the 
Legislature to abandon the effort.

REDEVELOPMENT 
AGENCY BUDGET: 


$42,000 FOR 


A SECRETARY? 


THE SAN Francisco Redevelopment 
Commission’s recent public discussions of 
the Redevelopment Agency budget raised 
a number of important questions about 
the agency’s direction and priorities. 

Among other things, sharp 
disagreements emerged during Feb. 28th 
and March 7th hearings over the agency’s 
immense Fillmore Center project. The 
Fillmore district was a victim of the 
agency’s past ‘‘urban renewal’’ practices, 
including the use of eminent domain 
powers to condemn entire neighborhoods 
in the name of “‘slum clearance.”’ 

The neighborhood, which for years was 
left as open lots, has only recently seen 
construction begin on the Fillmore Center. 
That project, while grand in scope, leaves 
local residents up in arms. 

At issue is the Redevelopment Agency’s 
methods of revitalization of neighbor- 
hoods. Geraldine Johnson, a longtime 
Western Addition resident and Redevelop- 
ment Agency critic blasted the agency’s 
latest description of its goals. ‘‘The agency 
is really doing nothing important for the 
people that live in the Western Addition or 
the Bay View,”’ she told the Bay 
Guardian. 

To illustrate this, Johnson pointed to the 
latest plan for the area. ‘‘They want to put 
anew community center in the Western 
Addition but there already two centers that 
are underfunded right now. Why put in 
another?”’ she asked. “‘It won’t create new 
jobs or sources of income for the local 
residents.”’ 

Johnson’s comments were echoed by a 
wide variety of speakers at the 
commission’s two budget hearings. 

At both meetings, critics also claimed 
the agency’s budget was poorly spent and 
that little could be shown for the agency’s 
efforts. 

A quick glance at the agency’s person- 
nel budget indicates that its staff 
members are paid at a rate substantially 
higher than those of civil service 
employees — despite Redevelopment 
Agency Executive Director Ed Helfeld’s 
public assertions to the contrary. 

For example, at Redevelopment an exec- 
utive secretary II will receive $42,676 per 
year in the agency’s new budget. The same 
position under Civil Service pays $31,999. 
Similarly, a landscape architect receives 
$56,227 from Redevelopment but only 
$47,450 from the city under Civil Service. 
At Redevelopment an affirmative action 
officer receives $67,328. Under Civil Ser- '- 
vice the same position pays $34,348.

Johnson noted that the agency was little 
more than ‘‘jobs for a few people’’ and 
that a whole new approach to redevelop- 
ment is needed. “‘If the people in that area 
don’t have jobs or training to move into 
the 1990’s or the year 2000, what good is it 
to build another community center? Why 
not put in a computer training center? Or 
a retail service industry training center?’’ 

Chester Hartman, a fellow at the 
Institute for Policy Studies and an expert 
on city development, told the Bay Guard- 
ian that at least part of the answer to 
Johnson’s question is that “‘these types of 
agencies do not like to deal with smaller, 
community-based projects. They are 
basically taking the easy way out by cut- 
ting one big deal with a large developer.” 

Johnson noted the irony of the agency’s 
ineffective efforts to help the Western 
Addition community, after nearly des- 
troying it in the mayhem of 1960’s and 
70’s urban renewal. ‘‘Nothing is being 
done to help the community off its knees 
by Redevelopment, after it was the agency 
that was entirely responsible for putting 
the community there in the first place,”’ 
she said.

DA DROPS 
CASE AGAINST 
77-YEAR-OLD 
BANK PROTESTER 


THE SAN FRANCISCO District At- 
torney’s Office has dropped all charges 
against Mia Lord, the 77-year-old woman 
arrested Feb. 8th for picketing outside the 
Market Street office of Citicorp Savings. 

Deputy Public Defender Grace Lidia 
Suarez, who was defending Lord, told the 
Bay Guardian the charges were dropped 
March 15th when Lord appeared before 
Municipal Court Judge Mary Morgan for 
a preliminary hearing. 

Lord had faced a maximum of 12 
months in jail for allegedly violating an in- 
junction against playing a tape recording 
of her own voice outside the offices of the 
giant New York-based banking firm. 
Suarez insisted that the injunction was un- 
constitutional. Her boss, Public Defender 
Jeff Brown, denounced District Attorney 
Arlo Smith for wasting the taxpayers’ 
money prosecuting a woman whose only 
crime was the legitimate exercise of her 
First Amendment rights (see Bay Guard- 
ian, 3/1/89). 

Lord contends that Citicorp fraudu- 
lently sold her a house that was so badly 
damaged it had to be demolished. For 
several years, she has maintained a daily 
vigil on Market Street, picketing the en- 
trance to the Citicorp office, playing her 
recorded message and handing out 
literature. 

Citicorp obtained a court order in 
October forbidding Lord from playing the 
message loud enough to be heard inside 
the building. She was arrested Feb. 8th on 
acomplaint signed by a Citicorp official 
and the owner of a nearby building. 

According to Suarez, Citicorp’s civil 
case against Lord has also apparently been 
dropped, meaning the injunction is no 
longer in effect. San Jose lawyer Peter 
Uzzi, who represents Citicorp, did not re- 
turn Bay Guardian phone calls seeking 


confirmation on the status of the *. 
injunction. x 
Deputy District Attorney Greg Louder, 
who handled the case for the DA’s office, 
was on vacation and could not be reached 
for comment. ,

INDEPENDENT 
SUES EX/ CHRON 
OVER PREDATORY 
PRICING 


ON FRIDAY, March 17th, when Ted 
Fang, publisher of the San Francisco 
Independent, accused the San Francisco 
Newspaper Agency of illegally courting 
advertising accounts that are ‘“‘the 
backbone’’ of the community press, he 
joined a growing chorus of voices across 
the country warning that daily newspapers 
are using special exemptions from antitrust 
laws to destroy small, independent, non- 
daily competition. 

The Independent and its parent 
company, Pan Asia Venture Capital 
Corp., filed an antitrust and unfair 
business practices lawsuit against the 
Chronicle Publishing Co., which owns the 
Chronicle, the Hearst Corp., which owns 
the Examiner, and the San Francisco 
Newspaper Agency, which runs the com- 
bined advertising, printing and distribution 
functions of the two San Francisco dailies 
under a 1965 joint operating agreement. 

The suit charges that the JOA violates 
the California Business and Professions 
Code by offering secret, below-cost adver- 
tising rates to drug and grocery stores 
that would be likely to advertise in the 
Independent. It asks for treble damages, 
an injunction against the practice continuing 
and $5 million in punitive damages. 

At a press conference announcing the 
suit, Fang noted that the powerful 
Ex/Chron combine has been granted 
special exemptions from antitrust laws 
under the 1970 Newspaper Preservation 
Act. ‘‘But they’re not allowed to use those 
powers to drive other newspapers out of 
business,’’ he said. 

Fang said he filed the suit ‘‘to defend 
the existence of a free and independent 
press in San Francisco and the right ofa 
small business to exist in a market 
dominated by one big business.”’ 

The success of the lawsuit may hinge on 
whether the Independent can show that 
the Newspaper Agency is charging below- 
cost advertising rates. 

Daniel Wall, an attorney with the San 
Francisco firm of McCutchen, Doyle, 
Brown and Enersen who is representing 
the Independent, said public sources in- 
dicate the Examiner and Chronicle must 
sell advertising at at least $3,680 per page 
to cover the costs of its SF-zoned Wednes- 
day food sections. But the agency, he said, 
has been charging selected advertisers only 
$2,811, or half of the normal one-year 
contract rate of $5,622 per page. 

“If they were required to price all of 
their advertising at that rate,”’ he said, 
“they wouldn’t make any money.”’ 

Wall said he would use the discovery 
stage of the suit to determine the agency’s 
actual per-page costs.

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for the agency, called the Independent suit 
“*frivolous and unfounded.”’ 

He told the Bay Guardian that after the 
Progress closed because of financial 
difficulties, the agency made a conscious 
decision ‘‘to aggressively compete for food 
advertising to build our San Francisco 
zone.”’ But he added that discovery will 
show that the cost per page is less than the 
special discount rates charged to food 
advertisers. 

Whatever the outcome of the lawsuit, 
the agency’s attempt to win over food 
advertisers that can make or break a 
community newspaper fits a nationwide 
pattern of JOAs encroaching on niches 
occupied by smaller newspapers. In 
Tuscon, Arizona, for example, one of the 
two JOA dailies, the morning Arizona 
Daily Star, has just begun to distribute a 
free weekly arts and entertainment supple- 
ment in stores and news racks. 

Douglas Biggers, editor of the alter- 
native Tuscon Weekly, told the Bay 
Guardian that while he can’t substantiate 
their claims, employees of the Tuscon 
dailies have told him privately that the 
new supplement is designed ‘‘to get the 
Tuscon Weekly.”’ 

For proponents of a diverse, indepen- 
dent press in this country, the mounting 
threats posed by JOA papers to smaller 
community and suburban newspapers 
have become a growing concern. At a 
March 16th briefing that was part of the 
Government Affairs Conference of the 
National Newspaper Association in 
Washington, D.C., Bay Guardian Editor 
and Publisher Bruce B. Brugmann asked 
Senator Howard Metzenbaum (D-Ohio) if 
he would consider holding public hearings 
on current joint operating agreement 
applications and the impact of existing and 
proposed JOAs on the suburban and com- 
munity press. Metzenbaum said he was 
concerned about the issue and would 
consider holding hearings. 

Metzenbaum’s office later set up a 


meeting between Ed Correia, chief counsel 
to the Senate Antitrust, Monopolies and 
Business Rights Subcommittee, and a 
delegation of weekly newspaper editors 
led by Everett Bey, publisher of the 
Feather River Bulletin in Quincy, Cali- 
fornia, and Mort Levine, publisher of the 
Country Almanac in Menlo Park, to 
discuss possible hearings. 

Any hearings would probably include 
discussions of recent applications for 
JOAs in Detroit, Manteca, California (see 
story, page 19) and York, Pennsylvania. 

In the Detroit case, the U.S. Supreme 
Court, on March 19th, lifted a stay that 
prevented the Detroit News and Free Press 
from implementing a JOA that had been 
approved by outgoing Attorney General 
Edwin Meese despite opposition by the 
presiding administrative law judge and the 
Antitrust Division of the Justice Depart- 
ment. The court, however, did not rule 
on whether Meese had acted properly in 
approving the JOA. 

Bob Dreyfuss, a spokesman for Public 
Citizen, which is representing a Detroit- 
based coalition opposed to the joint 
operating agreement, told the Bay Guard- 
ian the group will ask the Supreme Court 
to review the entire matter within the next 
few weeks. 

Alan Lenhoff, assistant to the general 
manager of the Detroit Newspaper Agen- 
cy, told the Bay Guardian the agency will 
decide this week whether to combine the 
two papers’ non-editorial functions or wait 
until the Supreme Court finally resolves 
the matter. 





PS1: To their credit, the Examiner and 
Chronicle both ran stories on Fang’s suit. 
Both papers, however, buried the news 
(the Chron on page B-3 March 18th, the 
Ex on C-3 March 17th) and neither paper 
put the words Examiner or Chronicle in 
the headlines. Nor did either paper put the 
news of the suit in the context of the 
national attacks by JOA papers on smaller 
independents and non-dailies.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


The San Francisco Police De- 
partment tested its new crowd 
control policy at a demonstra- 
tion against U.S. policies in El 
Salvador March 20th, and by 
all indications, the new policy 
is an utter failure. 

In fact, the police actions at 
the demonstration outside the 
Federal Building suggest that, 
in the wake of the Dolores 
Huerta case, Chief Frank 
Jordan believes his department 
can do anything it wants to 
squelch demonstrations. 

Both Jordan and Mayor Art 
Agnos have repeatedly prom- 
ised that new crowd control 
policies would prevent future 
disasters like the brutal beat- 
ing of Huerta, a United Farm 
Workers vice president, last 
September. 

So what happened last Mon- 
day? The evening news and 
both daily papers have been 
filled with images of protesters 
being grabbed, dragged, hit, 
arrested and tear gassed. 
Undercover police — taking 
a more active role in the 
crowd control than at any 
recent demonstration — 
maced and arrested scores of 
protesters, and witnesses are 
claiming that many of the 
arrests were unprovoked. 

While the use of plain- 
clothes cops is not a new tac- 
tic — it was used during the 
Democratic National Conven- 
tion in 1984 — it has not been 
a primary force in crowd con- 
trol recently. Jordans’ decision 
to use the undercover officers 
is bewildering — and it may 
well have backfired. 

Supervisor Terence Hallinan 
has requested that Jordan ap- 
pear in front of the Board of Su- 
pervisors next Monday to answer 


stration and police tactics. 

Here are a few questions 
that Hallinan and his fellow 
supervisors might ask the chief: 

Why are undercover officers 
being used for crowd control? 
Many of them were from the 
Narcotics Division — what 
training did they have in crowd 
control? Were undercover offi- 
cers identifying themselves 
before making arrests? What 
guidelines exist for undercover 
officers in such situations? 

Who is in charge of those 
officers? Who was actively 
monitoring their activities? 

And given the results, how 
can the department, Jordan 
and Mayor Art Agnos possibly 
defend this as a new — and 
more humane — crowd 
control policy?

School board Consent Decree

Birrer leaves district 


DON BIRRER, special assistant to Super- 
intendent of Schools Ramon Cortines, 
resigned on March 16th for health reasons, 
and a search for a successor will begin 
immediately. 

Birrer, who previously served as General 
Manager of the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion, joined the school district just over a 
year ago. His steadying hand on the dis- 
trict’s management was key to November’s 
passage of Proposition A, which provided 
the district with a $90 million bond issue 
for much-needed school repairs. 

Birrer recently finalized the district’s 
new $10 million bus contract, which the 
school board accepted by a vote of 7-0. 

The naming of Birrer’s successor could 
become a political football as different 
board members seek to fill the slot with 
one of their supporters. Such a fight could 
disrupt the board’s emerging trend toward 
professional behavior. 


A little sunlight for KQED 


THE BOARD of Directors for KQED 
television will meet on March 23rd and 
public comment is welcome — or at least, 
it will be tolerated. 

When we called KQED, we were told 
that speakers for the meeting had to pre- 
register. Also, according to the station, 
“no member has spoken to the board in 
four or five months.’’ 

The board will undoubtedly discuss the 
rumored sale of Focus magazine, the 
station’s commercial publication, which 
brings in more than $5 million per year. 

The public can also address the board on 
a broad variety of perennial issues including 
the station’s lack of local programming, 
excessive salaries and tendency to operate in 
secret. Show up and demand your right to 
address the city’s publicly funded television 
station.

No progress for city unions 
A NUMBER of city employee unions 
appear close to impasse in their 
negotiations with City Hall.The unions, 
whose members were forced last year to 
take a pay freeze to help balance the city’s 
budget are annoyed that the Mayor’s 
Office wants more concessions now. 
“‘They’re asking us to give up holidays, 
sick pay, night differentials, grievance 
procedures and a lot of other things that 
we didn’t expect to be on the table,’’ one 
union official told the Bay Guardian. 

Another observer close to the budget 
process noted that the unions have what 
could be construed as a legitimate beef. 
‘Last year they gave up $50 million on the 
pay freeze, and this year they’re asking for 
what they should have gotten then,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That sounds reasonable.”’ 


But if Agnos’s negotiating team, headed 
by Everhart, can’t make progress on this 
front, look for the budget deficit — now 
estimated to be around $58 million — to 
get worse. 


Letting Agnos be Agnos 

AN UNNERVING sense of deja vu 
overtook a number of readers of a March 
15th Chronicle article headlined ‘‘Agnos 
Says Huerta Tape is Kind of Misleading.” 
In it, Agnos is quoted as saying to KGO 
radio talk show host Ron Owens, “‘It was 
not a natural sequence, so it looked more 
excessive than it was in reality,’’ ina 
discussion of the KRON-TV videotape of 
police officers beating demonstrators — 
including Dolores Huerta. 

Agnos spokesman Scott Shafer is 
then quoted in the Chronicle story as 
saying, “I think what the mayor meant 
was that while the segment is disturbing, 
it is not representative of the officers on 
the line that day.’’ 

The article brought back the all-too- 
recent memories of the endless stream of 
corrections, amplifications, clarifications 
and retractions that poured forth from the 
Reagan White House during the last eight 
years. 

The mayor’s attack on the veracity of 
the KRON videotape — the single most 
damning piece of evidence in the Huerta 
incident — prompted one observer to 
note: ‘‘These people are very defensive 
about the whole situation.” 


Long overdue 

WALTER O’DONNELL, longtime City 
Hall watchdog and Freedom of 
Information activist, has been appointed to 
the Animal Control and Welfare 
Commission, subject to the approval of the 
Rules Committee of the Board of 
Supervisors. Most appropriately, O’Donnell 
will be representing the general public, a 
task he has performed so well as a private 
citizen. Congratulations, Walt.

THE SAN Francisco Bay Chapter of the 
Oceanic Society has announced that its 
“Bay Link’’ computer network is now on 
line, compiling and distributing 
information from more than 1,500 
organizations concerned with 
environmental issues in the Bay. The 
system is designed, according to the 
brochure, ‘‘to keep you up-to-date on 
current environmental issues, to inform 
you of important events related to your 
interests, to help you locate the scientific 
data you need for research or education, 
to put you in touch with businesses, non- 
profits, public agencies and others working 
on issues that concern you.”’’ Current 
services include a calendar of events, news 
summaries, publications lists, mail and 
bulletin board services, teachers’ aids and 
constituents lists, and the system may be 
expanded to include minutes, agendas and 
synopses of meetings and conferences.

And now, a word for our sponsors

NYONE WHO watches public TV these days might 
wonder just who this ‘‘public”’ is. 

Public TV was created in 1967 to provide an alter- 
native to the lowest-common-denominator programming, 
“brought to you by our sponsors.’’ It was supposed to make 
room on the airwaves for risky, artsy, innovative or investi- 
gative programming that the sponsors wouldn’t pay for. 

But today, with a few exceptions like BBC dramas or stray 
documentaries some independent producers managed to 
squeeze in, most public TV programming can be described 
not as risky, innovative or diverse, but as safe. 

That’s because public TV is paid for by the same kinds of 
corporate sponsors as prime-time network shows. Instead of 
buying air time for commercials, corporations underwrite 
the programs, and stations go out of their way not to offend 
their ‘‘sponsors.’’ Here are some examples, compiled by the 
National Coalition of Independent Public Broadcasting 
Producers: 

@ Shearson Lehman Hutton, Inc., a stock brokerage com- 
pany, underwrites PBS’s Nightly Business Report. 

@ Nutrasweet, which makes chemical sweeteners of ques- 
tionable nutritional value, pays for a health show called 
Body Watch. 

® Owens-Corning Building Supply underwrites This Old 
House, a home fixer-upper show for people who need advice 
on, among other things, where to buy renovation materials. 
@ American Gas dredges up the money for Nature. 

@ The Boeing Corporation underwrites The Great Space 
Race. 

@ AT&T underwrites MacNeil/Lehrer and General Electric 
underwrites The McLaughlin Group, which means more 
than a hundred public affairs shows each year are brought to 
us by military contractors. 

Public TV stations promise these ‘‘sponsors’’ audiences in 
much the same way networks do. Jeffrey Chester, a Los 
Angeles-based activist for independent producers, says, 
“The first thing people at public TV stations do in the morn- 
ing is check the ratings, and that’s exactly what they 
shouldn’t be doing.”’ 

Besides corporate influences on public TV, there are 
political ones. Stations also get funds for programming (or for 
big new buildings, as the local case may be) from the Corpora- 
tion for Public Broadcasting, whose board is appointed by the 
president and confirmed by the Senate. So the shows can’t 
offend their (right-wing) government ‘‘sponsors,’’ either. 

Nowhere are these interests more evident than on PBS talk 
shows. It isn’t just a weird coincidence that three PBS public 
affairs shows are hosted by editors from the National Review, 
and three shows represent corporate business points of view 
(Adam Smith’s Money World, Nightly Business Report, 
Wall Street Week) while no shows are hosted by progressives, 
and no shows represent public interest groups. 

Fairness and Accuracy in Reporting (FAIR) has been 
pointing out this discrepancy to PBS (the group staged a 
ten-city complain-in to public stations last November), and 
PBS News Director Gail Christian told FAIR Executive Direc- 
tor Jeff Cohen she’d consider a talk show hosted by a pro- 
gressive. But having an Alex Cockburn warm William 
Buckley’s seat now and then won’t solve the problem. What’s 
needed is structural change, with a source of programming 
funds insulated from government and market demands and 
accountable to the public. 

Two opposing groups — the independent producers and the 
station managers — are getting set right now for a big battle 
over how public TV should be restructured. The ‘‘indies’’ 
want public funding to go to producers who will create truly 
diverse programming, and the stations want the money to go 
straight to them.

Last November, after a grueling legislative battle, the Na- 
tional Coalition of Independent Public Broadcasting Pro- 
ducers (many of them Bay Area activists) pushed a bill through 
Congress that establishes funds for an independent pro- 
duction service ($6 million a year) and for independent minori- 
ty programming consortia ($3 million year). This is a tiny 
amount compared to what CPB gives the stations — they 
get more than 75 percent of the CPB budget, which Congress 
authorized at $250 million a year for 1991-93. But it’s a 
start, and a means to provide support for diverse, independent 
programming. 

Still, the stations seem to be ignoring the independents. The 
CPB has asked the National Association of Public Television 
Stations (NAPTS) to come up with recommendations for 
restructuring public TV. NAPTS spokeswoman Nancy 
Neubauer says the station managers will hold an April “‘public 
TV town meeting”’ to come up with a plan. 

Absent from that town meeting, however, will be any 
independent producers. “It’s not our mandate to work direct- 
ly with the independents,’’ Neubauer told me. It is likely that 
stations’ recommendations for funding will similarly ignore 
the indies. 

Independent producers, however, may be gaining some 
clout. The new Working Group for Public Broadcasting is try- 
ing to get Congress to consider its viable plan to reorganize 
public TV. The group is full of media criticism heavyweights 
like John Wicklein, director of the Kiplinger Midcareer Pro- 
gram for Journalists at Ohio State, and locals Larry Daressa, 
co-chair of the NCIPBP, and Ben Bagdikian, former dean of 
the University of California at Berkeley’s School of Jour- 
nalism. Their plan calls for dismantling the CPB and creating 
an Independent Public Broadcast Institution with a board 
representing diverse broadcasting interests: PBS stations, 
NPR stations, and independents. Public members would be 
chosen by a bipartisan Presidential Commission. 

Under the plan, corporations could not underwrite shows 
directly, but only contribute to a general public broadcasting 
fund. Fifty percent of public funds — generated by a tax on 
entertainment equipment — would be used for independent 
programming, and the other half would be sent to stations, 
earmarked for programming. 

After early March meetings on Capitol Hill with members 
of the telecommunications subcommittees, Wicklein told me 
that he had ‘‘a strong feeling that a bill based on our ideas will 
be introduced.”’ That isn’t to say that public TV will be com- 
pletely revamped along the group’s lines, but at least its ideas 
have entered the dialogue. 

As this long debate proceeds, the question is who will sur- 
vive longer — the starving independents or the stations. Larry 
Daressa says the independents may eventually win out — not 
just because of their lobbying efforts, but because the 
technology of broadcasting is changing. 

A new distribution method called fiber optics technology 
will soon be able to transmit television programming through a 
cable similar to a telephone wire. Instead of a limited number 
of broadcast channels, there would be an unlimited number of 
programming outlets — like telephone numbers. 

Today, the few stations that control broadcast channels 
control all distribution of television programs. But as 
new technologies create alternatives, funding could go to 
programming, rather than distribution. 

Daressa likens KQED, which used to produce thousands of 
hours of community programming a year and now creates less 
than 50 hours, to a dinosaur. “KQED gets larger and larger as 
its brain gets smaller and smaller,’’ he told me. 

Public TV as we know it may soon change, andit could even 
become extinct. As long as alternative methods for funding 
programming are created, that’s probably not bad news for all 
the talented Bay Area independent producers who now have 
to grovel in an attempt to get their ideas out. fe

Twenty years later, UC is back with anew dorm proposal — and residents are gearing up for battle again

WENTY YEARS after Gov- 
ernor Ronald Reagan’s tanks 
rolled into Berkeley and seized 
a newly landscaped block in 
the south campus district, the 
issue of People’s Park is again in the 
forefront of Berkeley politics. The im- 
mediate focus of the controversy is the 
plan of the University of California at 
Berkeley to build dorms on the site. 
Ironically, this is the same issue that set 
off the now-famous People’s Park 
demonstrations and riots. 

But this time the controversy goes 
beyond People’s Park. The 250-bed 
student dormitory slated for the site is 
among 38 major expansion projects the 
university is proposing to build in the 
next 15 years on campus and on proper- 
ties it owns throughout the city. These 
developments could drastically change 
Berkeley, affecting its population and 
building density, exacerbating its traf- 
fic and parking problems and overtax- 
ing its already-strained infrastructure 
systems. 

Although local opposition has not 
exploded into riots this time, it is still 
adamant. Hundreds of citizens packed 
a public hearing in the city council 
chambers to protest the plans to build 
on the park and to urge the council to 
demand that the university abandon 
the project. The council voted for an 
open People’s Park, with the support 
of even southeast hills district council- 
member Alan Goldfarb and council- 
member Don Jelinek, who campaigned 
last November favoring student hous- 
ing on the site. Activists held a vigil 
in the park March 19 in preparation 
for a twentieth anniversary celebration 
next month. 

The public hearing was called to 
discuss the City Planning Commis- 
sion’s policy recommendations on the 
university’s entire new Long Range 
Development Plan. But the emphasis 
of the evening was, not surprisingly, on 


People’s Park long a community 
symbol of the university’s arrogant use 
of power. 

From 75-year-old firebrands to 
students who are younger than the 
park itself, from former sorority sisters 
to countercultural clown Wavy Gravy, 

‘park supporters came out in such 
numbers they couldn’t all fit in the 
council chambers and the meeting had 
to be moved to the nearby Veteran’s 
Memorial Building. Along with impas- 
sioned speeches vowing to fight to keep 
the park and sentimental remembrances 
of struggles past, the council heard 
nearly six hours of testimony including 
excerpts from an alternative newsreel 
on the 1969 events and a moving read- 
ing by Berkeley street poet Julia 
Vinograd of a poem she wrote for the 
park’s upcoming 20th anniversary. 

Both sides had pulled out the stops to 
get their troops to the public hearing. 
Berkeley Citizens Action organizer 
John Brauer told the Bay Guardian his 
organization did a direct mailing, 
followed by phone calls, to its member- 
ship, urging them to come out and sup- 
port an open People’s Park. The uni- 
versity did a mailing to its alumnae, 
asking them to show up and support its 
expansion plans. 

At first it seemed the turnout was 
almost evenly divided, with the pro- 
park people wearing green ribbons and 
university supporters sporting big 
yellow buttons that read ‘CAL 2005’’ 
— the projected completion year of the 
university’s expansion plans. But once 
the hearing began the pro-park senti- 
ment was overwhelming. According to 
Mayor Loni Hancock, of the more 
than 100 speakers that evening, only 12 
favored building on the park, and eight 
of these identified themselves as being 
on the university’s payroll. In fact, the 
university’s mailing may have back- 
fired. ‘‘It seemed like more people were 
waving the postcard to say they got it 
and they’d come out to speak in favor 
of the park and question the univer- 


sity’s plan than the other way around,”’ 
Hancock told the Bay Guardian. 

Of the speakers who did support the 
university’s position, several com- 
plained that the city was responding to 
a plan that had not yet been completed 
or made public. Dorothy Walker of the 
University’s Community Affairs Of- 
fice told the Bay Guardian she thought 
both the mayor’s and staff’s comments 
at the hearing ‘‘gave such an erroneous 
description of what will be in the plan 
that it clearly indicates why it wasn’t 
appropriate for them to take action 
before seeing it.’’ Walker even asked 
the council to allow her to make at least 
a partial presentation of the Long 
Range Development Plan, but the 
council denied her request. 

Mayor Hancock pointed out the 
hearing was not on the plan itself, but 
on the City Planning Commission’s 
policy recommendations. ‘“‘I think 
there’s a confusion here between 
criteria and evaluating a plan,’’ shetold 
ithe Bay Guardian. ‘‘If we were to wait 
and not adopt any criteria for judging 
the plan until we had seen it, it would be 
like asking the Board of Adjustments 
to make judgments about particular 
buildings without zoning ordinances to 
guide them.”’ 


CCORDING TO Walker, 

the LRDP foresees five new 

buildings on campus and 

four new buildings else- 

where in the city. Also off 

campus will be an as-yet-undetermined 
number of new student residence halls 
to house up to 4,000 students on some 
dozen possible locations. Other projects 
proposed include several parking 
garages and new floors or other addi- 
tions to about nine existing structures. 
Planning Commissioner Clifford 
Fred told the Bay Guardian that 
Walker’s figures exclude several other 
buildings on campus, including the in- 
famous Northwest Animal Facility, 
two student residence halls and other 


building additions in progress or 
already approved by the UC Regents. 

Fred said the policy recommenda- 
tions presented to the council by the 
Planning Commission are just the con- 


tinuation of existing policies in the 
city’s master plan. Besides suggesting 
that People’s Park remain open space

I was nine years old at the time 
and didn’t get down to the park, 
though my father and grandmother 
got involved. 1 remember hearing 
about it and smelling the tear gas 
from my elementary school. 

During the time the National 
Guard occupied the city, my dog 
was hit by a car and my dad and I 
tried to take it to the vet. We 
couldn’t get past the roadblocks to 
the other side of town. To get us 
through, my dad, who worked for 
the Labor Department then, pulled 
out his ID, put his thumb over the 
Department of Labor part, con- 
vinced the Guard that he was some 
kind of major federal official and 
got us through. The dog made it 
and ran around on three legs for 
15 years. 

Those days left a lasting impres- 
sion. I always remember that the 
only two places Ronald Reagan 
invaded were Granada and Berkeley.

One of the things I was very 
proud of was that the union I 
belonged to (American Federation 
of State, County and Municipal 
Employees) when I worked at Doe 
Library on campus went on strike in 
support of People’s Park. I remem- 
ber helicopters dropping tear gas, 
many times I was teargassed, eyes 
burning, while we were picketing at 
Sproul Plaza and the library. You 
always had to go through thick tear 
gas to get across Sproul Plaza. 

My husband and I were active in 
the Friends Meetings and we had a 
vigil every night at the park between 
the National Guard and the stu- 
dents. We came with flowers and 
stayed all night trying to keep the 
peace. We talked to the National 
Guard and tried to convince them 
that what they were doing was 
wrong. Of course they didn’t have 
any say over what they were doing, 
but we still tried to make friends 
with them.

Iremember when we first learned 
of the shooting of James Rector and 
Alan Blanchard. It was about 45 
minutes after the confrontation 
began in the streets. By that time _ 
things had scattered and become 
chaotic, with police chasing groups 
of demonstrators around and tear- 
gas canisters being thrown at the 
demonstrators and back at the 
police. After being in the street fora 
while I wandered back to the stu- 
dent government offices on campus 
and we had the radio on KPFA and 
that’s when we learned the shooting 
happened. 

When they said some people were 
seriously injured — Rector didn’t 
die for a couple of days — we were 
shocked. Given several years of 
relatively militant demonstrations 
and violent police actions, we still 
hadn’t been exposed to officers 
shooting at us with shotguns. There 
was surprise and then tremendous 
anger and outrage and then that 
changed to a great sadness when the 
extent of the injuries became known. 

One of the most interesting things 
we learned those days was about 
university surveillance of student 
rallies. The rally on Sproul steps 
May 15, 1969 was scheduled to last 
from 12:10 to 1 pm, the allowable 
time for rallies as a result of the Free 
Speech Movement. The University, 
which controlled the electricity for 
the sound system, turned off the 
system at 12:35 when I finished 
speaking. This precipitated the end 
of the rally and the march to the 
park. After I finished speaking, 
several other people who were 
waiting to speak after me, including 
Tom Hayden, were annoyed because 
the sound equipment wouldn’t 
work and indicated this to me as we 
stood around the microphone. 

When I was tried that fall for 
inciting to riot, the district attorney 
brought in a university police offi- 
cer who played a recording of my 
speech and what struck us was that 
at the end of my speech you heard 
this conversation that took place 
among several people at the micro- 
phone. We asked the officer how he - 
obtained the tape recording and he 
said he’d been standing out in the 
audience and had taped it off the 
speaker. My attorney asked him how 
he picked up the conversation that 
hadn’t been amplified. After some 
fidgeting around he admitted he 
hadn’t taped the conversation that 
way, that, in fact, hidden inside the 
public microphone was a small 
microphone wired to the police 
station in Sproul Hall basement 
which allowed the police to tape all 
speeches made on Sproul Hall steps 
and that microphone had remained 
on after they had turned off the 
loudspeakers. That’s how we learned 
something about police spying on 
student activists. §— Steve Stalfone

GROUP OF downtown 
lawyers, architects, builders 
and real estate brokers has 
been meeting in private to 
discuss plans for the revision 

of the San Francisco Planning Code, 
the Bay Guardian has learned. 

The ad hoc ‘‘Planning Code Revi- 
sion Committee,’’ handpicked by 
Planning Commissioner Wayne Hu, 
has met four times in the Planning 
Department offices. Its ultimate goal is 
to raise money and hire a private con- 
sultant to reorganize, update and index 
the Planning Code, the legal embodi- 
ment of all city planning, building and 
zoning policies. 

To date, the group has met entirely in 
private. There has been no public 
notice of the meetings and no open in- 
vitation to interested members of the 
the public to participate in the meetings 
or join the group. Minutes of the 
meetings have not been released and no 
opportunity has been made to date for 
public input. 

However, a March 15th memo from 
Planning Director Dean Macris to 
group members indicates that the 
group has an ambitious agenda that 
includes identifying ‘‘problems with 
inconsistencies...in the code’’ and 
‘‘suggestions for code changes.’’ 

According to the memo, a copy of 
which was obtained by the Bay Guard- 
ian, the group plans to raise private 
funds to finance the ‘‘Planning Code 
Re-write Project,’’ and has asked the 
San Francisco Planning and Urban 
Research Association, an organiza- 
tion with ties to the downtown busi- 
ness establishment, to administer 
the finances. 

Among those who have agreed to 
raise money for the project, the memo 
notes, is the Residential Builders 
Association, a private lobbying group 
that has been in the forefront of the 
opposition to stricter controls on the 
demolition of housing in San Francisco 
neighborhoods. 

Nobody at the City Planning De- 
partment would provide a complete list 
of the participants in the group. 
However, based on the memo and in- 
terviews with Hu and others, the Bay 
Guardian has determined that the list 
includes: Joe O’Donohue of the 
Residential Builders Association, Jim 
Fabris of the San Francisco Board of 
Realtors, Charles Eley of the American 
Institute of Architects and three 
lawyers — Robert McCarthy, Zane 
Gresham, a partner in Morrison and 
Foerster, and Alice Barkley, a former 
deputy city attorney who now is a part- 
ner in Barkley and Lee. All three 
lawyers regularly represent downtown 
jevelopers. Hu, an appointee of Mayor 
Art Agnos, is a private real estate 
ronsultant. 

There are no neighborhood activists, 
mvironmentalists or public interest 
awyers on the list. Sue Hestor, attor- 
iey for San Franciscans for Reason- 





able Growth, was invited to two meet- 
ings but could not attend because of 
scheduling conflicts, she told the Bay 
Guardian. 

Hu told the Bay Guardian the group 
was meeting in private and had not in- 
vited public input or participation at 
this point in order to ‘“‘get the 
reorganization of the code done in a 
timely manner.” 


WIDE variety of city offi- 
cials, developers and neigh- 
borhood activists have agreed 
that the Planning Code is 
badly in need of revision. A 

recent Planning Department audit by 
the Board of Supervisors’ budget 
analyst, Harvey Rose, cited the con- 
fusing and outdated language of the

code as a serious problem. 

Planning commissioners contacted by 
the Bay Guardian all noted the need 
for making the document more accessible 
to the average San Francisco resident 
and the need to remove redundant and 
archaic language. 

But city officials also say the project 
will be difficult, time-consuming and ex- 
pensive. ‘‘It would be light years’’ before 
the city planning staff could accomplish 
the necessary revisions, Planning Com- 
mission Chair Sue Bierman told the Bay 
Guardian. 

Hu’s solution is to put the matter in 
private hands. He estimated it would cost 
$150,000 to hire a consultant to overhaul 
the Planning Code, and said the group he 
has put together will raise that money 
from private sources. 

However, the secrecy under which the 
group has operated and the fact that the 
group appears to consist entirely of 
developers and their representatives raises 
serious questions about the outcome of 
the revision process. Among other things, 
it indicates that neither Hu, the Planning 
Department nor the private group has 
much concern for neighborhoods, en- 
vironmental issues or the impacts new 
development will have on San Francisco 
citizens. And it suggests that the ultimate 
outcome of the reorganization will be a 
Planning Code that even further favors 
large, downtown developers. 

Bierman noted that developers serving 
on the committee and contributing the 
funds concerns her. ‘‘These types of 
projects are always difficult,”’ she said, 
“Thave said that I’d like to find another 
way to do this.” 

Hestor noted that group members and 
the consultant they hire might personally 


benefit from the inside knowledge they 
would gain in the revision process. ‘“They 
should pick a consultant under the condi- 
tion that that individual does not appear 
before the Planning Commission or 
Board of Permit Appeals for at least a 
year,’’ Hestor told the Bay Guardian. 

Planning Commissioner Jim Morales 
also expressed concern over the possibili- 
ty that the group could hire a consultant 
who is too close to development interests. 
‘‘Some type of restriction on the consul- 
tant would be warranted,’’ he told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘We want to avoid even 
the appearance of a conflict of interest.” 

Morales also said the fundraisers for 
the project should be ‘‘insulated’’ from 
the code revision. And Commissioner 
Doug Engmann told the Bay Guardian 
that the ideal fundraising effort would 
have the donations spread out among 
many sources. ‘‘We should be concerned 
about raising the money from enough 
different sources so that there is no 
obligation, or perceived obligation, to 
revise the code a certain way,’’ he said. 

That, however, could be a difficult 
task. Hu said that he planned to to raise 
money ‘“‘from a variety of groups con- 
tributing in the $2,000 to $5,000 range”’ 
— and it’s likely most of those willing to 
contribute that sort of money would be 
major downtown businesses, developers 
or their lawyers. 

Since much of the work of the Plan- 
ning Code revision ultimately will be done 
by a private consultant, the choice of that 
consultant is a critical element in the 
group’s agenda. 

All four planning commissioners con- 
tacted by the Bay Guardian said that 
none of the members of the committee — 
including Gresham, McCarthy and 
Barkley — should be eligible for the spot. 

“T can’t imagine how the committee 
could pick someone that is actively lobby- 
ing in front of the commission for the 
consultant’s spot,’’ George Williams, 
Macris’s chief assistant, added. 

Regardless of who is chosen as the con- 
sultant, the job of revising the code so 
that it is accessible to the average in- 
dividual will be no small task. Rife with 
redundancies and contradictions, the 
code’s inherent flaws slow down the ap- 
proval process for projects and tie up the 
Planning Commission agendas with mat- 
ters that should be resolved by a clearly 
written code. 

“The revision should be good for the 
commission, and for applicants,’’ Hu 
said. “‘There is no reason applicants 
should have to wait up to a year for 
approval.”” 

Hu and the other commissioners all 
agreed that the revision should have its 
emphasis in the residential sections. 
“This should be a planning code for 
laymen,” Hu said. 

Hestor pointed out the need to focus 
on the residential sections of the code. 
“The code is most complicated in the 
residential portions,’ she said. ‘‘That’s 
where the problems arise.”’

and be developed into a real park as a 
mitigation for other university housing 
in the area, the policy recommenda- 
tions call for the university to preserve 
major open space areas, to abide by the 
city’s planning and zoning laws, to 
respect landmark buildings and not to 
cut down mature trees. 

The policy recommendations also 
ask the university to comply with both 
the city’s master plan and Measure 
N, the Public Agency Accountability 
Measure passed by 75 percent of 
Berkeley voters last November, by pay- 
ing its own way. As a state agency the 
university is exempt from paying local 
property taxes, so as it expands beyond 
the campus borders it shrinks the city’s 
tax base while continuing to use essen- 
tial services like sewer and fire. City 
officials estimate the university ac- 
counts for 30 percent of the usage, but 
pays only $500,000 of the $280 million 
cost, of Berkeley’s new sewer system. 

Noting that the university has agreed 
to reduce its enrollment, Fred thinks 
much of the expansion is unwarranted. 
“Most of the new development planned 
is for government and corporate 
research and has nothing to do with 
basic education. It’s intended to make 
the campus a giant research complex,’’ 
he said. ‘‘We’ve got to make them 
recognize there are limits they need to 
abide by so the city isn’t overwhelmed. 
We’ve already lost so much of the 
historic character of the city to univer- 
sity expansion. We’ve lost many old 
houses and buildings on southside, lost 
the last block of Telegraph Avenue 
several decades ago and part of the ex- 
pansion is eating up the northside 
neighborhood. The policy recommen- 
dations ask the university to respect the 
city’s integrity and not to treat it as un- 
wanted and undeveloped land just 
waiting to be engulfed.”’ 


N THE WEE hours of the morn- 

ing, after everyone had their say, 

the council finally voted on the 

Planning Commission’s policy rec- 

ommendations and passed them 6 - 
1 with two abstentions. BCA council- 
member Don Jelinek, whose south 
campus district includes the park and 
many students, had campaigned last 
November supporting a dormitory on 
the park and had restated this position 
only a few weeks earlier, claiming to be 
representing student interests and their 
need for more housing. Nonetheless, 
he joined his BCA comrades at the 
hour of truth. Jelinek, not endorsed by 
the Bay Guardian because of this very 
issue and his soft support of rent con- 
trol, would not return our calls to ex- 
plain his change of heart or the rousing 
speech he gave before the vote in sup- 
port of the park. But Mayor Hancock 
told the Bay Guardian she thought he 
changed his position both because of 
the outpouring of support for the park 
and because he added an amendment 
specifying particular sites in the south 
campus district for new student housing. 

The council then passed unanimously 
a resolution presented by Hancock and 
Councilmember Alan Goldfarb, re- 
questing negotiations between the city 
and the university to improve conditions 
at the park. 

Historically, the city’s concerns have 
had little effect on university policy and 
Community Affairs Director Walker 
showed little sympathy for positions 
expressed at the public hearing. ‘‘We 
will view these more seriously if they 
become their response to the actual 
plan,”’ she told the Guardian. 

But Mayor Hancock has no plans to 
back off from last week’s decisions. 
“The council can be quite confident we 
have a very broad base of public sup- 
port for taking the action we took,”’ 
she said. a

UT DESPITE what may b 

legitimate concerns over th 

problems with the Plannin; 

Code, history suggests tha 

there are even more seriou 
problems with the concept of putting im 
portant city planning work in the hand: 
of a private group. 

Charlie Starbuck, a former planning 
commissioner who was appointed by 
George Moscone and subsequently fired 
by Dianne Feinstein, used a similar 
private scheme in 1980 in an effort to 
put together a comprehensive environ- 
mental impact report on downtown 
development. 

The idea had widespread support: A 
comprehensive report on the cumulative 
impacts of highrise development would 
answer numerous questions that had 
been at the center of bitter political battles 
over the past decade. However, the city 
wouldn’t put up the money to fund such 
a study. 

Like the backers of the present scheme 
for the revision of the Planning Code, 
Starbuck and fellow committee members 
John Jacobs, then executive director of 
SPUR, and attorney Joe Martin sought 
financing from the private sector. ‘““We 
sold the idea to the old San Fran- 
cisco Roundtable [a downtown business 
group],”’ he said. ‘“‘For about the same 
amount of money — $150,000.” 

But Starbuck said the 1980 project dif- 
fered distinctly from the Planning Code 
Revision Committee’s efforts in a very 
significant way. ‘““We had four public 
hearings on the matter, and the public 
was involved in the project every step of 
the way,”’ he said. 

And even so, the project fell apart. 
After Feinstein fired Starbuck, control of 
the Downtown EIR fell into the hands of 
the downtown business leaders who had 
financed it — and when the developers 
decided they wouldn’t like what the 
report might say, they convinced Macris 
to scuttle it altogether. 

The code revision may be even less ac- 
cessible to the public, Starbuck warned. 
“The danger I see is that they are doing a 
project the average layman cannot readi- 
ly participate in,’’ he said. ‘‘And the 
temptation to serve their own interests in 
choosing a consultant may be just too 
great to resist.”” 

Starbuck also noted that the final revi- 
sion package will still be a bit too esoteric 
for the average person to fully compre- 
hend. ‘‘The other danger is when the final 
proposal goes in front of the Planning 
Commission and then the Board of 
Supervisors,”” he said. “At that point it 
will become very, very political.” 

At that point, it will also be very hard 
for the public to comment on the package 
with any authority. ‘“What really alarms 
me is the lack of meaningful input 
on the package once it is completed,” 
Starbuck said. 

That’s the precise problem. with this 
sort of project: There is no public input at 
the start, when input is important. That’s 
left to the end, when the deal is all but 
done. If the public wants some real say in 
the Planning Code revision, the process 
envisioned by Commissioner Hu will 
have to change. & 





The next committee meeting is on 
March 23rd, 10 am, Planning Depart- 
ment, 450 McAllister, room 600, SF.

Manteca News _ 
stonewalls Justice 


Government antitrust lawyers, expressing doubts 
about the proposed Manteca JOA, have asked the News 
for more evidence — and if the News continues to 
stonewall, Justice may dismiss the merger proposal

EFUSALS BY the Manteca 

(California) News to submit 

documents supporting its applica- 
tion to form a joint operating agreement 
with the Manteca Bulletin have led 
Justice Department attorneys to request 
that the attorney general dismiss the 
application if the documents are not 
supplied promptly. 

The motion made by the depart- 
ment’s Antitrust Division requesting an 
order ‘‘that incorporates the sanction of 
dismissal of this application”’ was filed 
Dec. Ist, but Attorney General Richard 
Thornburgh has not yet ruled on the re- 
quest. Instead, his office has, on at least 
three occasions, extended the deadline 
for public comments. The most recent 
deadline is April 3rd. 

The 20-page motion is highly critical 
of the Manteca JOA application and 
substantiates many of the points raised 
by the Bay Guardian in its July 13, 1988 
story on the proposed newspaper 
merger, ‘‘High noon in Manteca.’ 

That article described in detail the 
steps that led the daily Bulletin and the 
semi-weekly News to propose combin- 
ing all non-editorial functions in a single 
agency and dividing the advertising 
revenues between the two companies, 
with most of the money going to the 
Bulletin. It noted that the JOA pro- 
posal, which was predicated on the 
claim that the News is a ‘“‘failing 
newspaper,”’ followed a successful 1984 
suit by the Bulletin that charged the 
News with selling advertising below 
cost, and that Bulletin attorneys had 
threatened another, similar lawsuit if 
News owner Antone Raymus didn’t go 
along with the planned JOA. 

To win a second antitrust claim, 
wrote reporters Tim Redmond and Jim 
Balderston, the Bulletin ‘‘would have to 
convince a jury that Raymus was know- 
ingly underpricing his ads, losing money 
intentionally to hurt the Bulletin. That 
implies, of course, that the News has the 
potential to make money by raising its 
rates, But if the paper has the poten- 
tial to make money, it’s not a ‘fail- 
ing newspaper’ under the Newspaper 
Preservation Act.”” 

That same point was raised in the 
Dec. 1st Justice Department motion, 
which noted, ‘‘It appears inconsistent to 
assert that a newspaper that deliberately 
sells below cost with the intention of 
running a competitor out of business is a 
‘failing newspaper’ for purposes of the 
act. There is a strong implication that 
such a paper is losing money because it 
intentionally chooses to do so, but 
could, in time, reverse its course and run 
a profitable operation.” 

The motion also supports, indirectly, 
Bay Guardian reports that Raymus was 
reluctant to enter into the JOA. It notes 
that the JOA agreement, which was 
signed Jan. 25, 1988, allows either party 
to withdraw if the attorney general had 
not approved the application by Jan. Ist 
of this year. “‘The applicants’ subse- 
quent delay in filing the application until 
July 13, 1988,’’ the motion states, 
“together with the News’s total unre- 
sponsiveness...is strikingly inconsis- 
tent with the obvious need for the 
applicants to act with alacrity if their 
genuine goal was to have the attorney 
general complete action on their appli- 
cation before January 1, 1989.” 





The motion also raises other chal- 
lenges to the claim that a JOA is 
warranted in Manteca, most of which 
involve the lack of accurate, verified 
financial data for the News. The paper’s 
financial records were comingled with 
those of the parent company, Raymus 
Development & Sales, Inc., and, ac- 
cording to the motion, ‘‘there was no 
separate bookkeeper for the News and 
. ..no annual or other periodic budgets 
were prepared for the News.”’ 

The JOA application contained two 
charts showing the News’s financial 
losses from 1978 to 1983 that had been 
originally prepared during the antitrust 
trial. The JOA application acknowl- 
edges that Raymus disputed them dur- 
ing the trial, but according to the 
motion, ‘‘There is no further statement 
or explanation as to the nature of the 
dispute.’ However, during the trial, 
some of the original data had been 
labeled, ‘‘Unaudited figures based on 
incomplete data and best estimates,”’ the 
motion states. 

The motion also questions whether 
the News has been adequately managed, 
as required by the Newspaper Preserva- 
tion Act. According to the JOA applica- 
tion, ‘‘Raymus is convinced that any 
analysis of the effect of [his] ownership 
will reveal only careful managerial 
stewardship.’’ But according to the mo- 
tion, the trial record ‘‘appears to present 
a very different picture of the nature of 
the Raymus management practices.’” 


HE MOTION makes no attempt 

to explain why Raymus has not 

complied with the Justice Depart- 
ment’s Aug. 25, 1988 requests for 
Raymus’s corporate federal tax returns, 
audited financial statements and 
documents from the earlier lawsuit. 

The motion states that while the 
department’s “‘information and docu- 
ment requests were extensive, the News 
has not complained that they were bur- 
densome. Instead the News has failed to 
respond to them.”” 

Under federal law, the Antitrust Divi- 
sion must analyze the JOA application, 
substantiate it through interviews with 
officers of the newspapers, then make a 
recommendation to the attorney general 
on whether to approve the application 
and whether to call for public hearings. 
But division attorneys say in the motion 
that without more accurate informa- 
tion, it is pointless to conduct interviews. 

“The Antitrust Division is unable to 
conclude, on the basis of the informa- 
tion so far submitted, that the applica- 
tion should be approved or disapproved 
without a hearing,’’ the motion states. 
“Furthermore, the broad range of 
unresolved matters here precludes a 
recommendation for a hearing limited 
to a reasonably manageable number of 
specific issues.” 

Raymus did not return Bay Guardian 
telephone calls by press time and his at- 
torney, John K. Train of the Atlanta 
firm of Alston & Bird, was out of town. 
We were, however, able to speak with 
Michael Kenney, who is assisting Train 
on the case. We asked him why Raymus 
had not complied with the Justice 
Department request and whether he in- 
tended to comply. ‘‘We’re not at liberty 
to discuss the matter,’’ he said. 

Justice Department attorneys refused 
to comment on why the attorney general 
had not responded to the motion. |

REWARDS OF PATIENCE 


Tre Fratelli's simple but delicious fare is worth the wait 


By Janet Hazen 


F LARGE PLATES of hearty 
pasta, garlic bread and lots of 
noise, chatter and laughter is 
what you like when you go to an 
Italian restaurant, then Tre 
Fratelli is the place for you. The origin- 
al restaurant, called I-Fratelli North, is 
closed now, but the Hyde and Green 
I-Fratelli is open and is packed nightly. 

The newest location, at Sutter and 
Steiner, is equally busy and popular. If 
you don’t mind waiting anywhere from 
20 minutes to an hour for dinner, either 
Fratelli will be just fine. Reservations 
for parties of six or more are taken at 
Tre Fratelli. 

Standing at the bar or sitting at the 
small tables in the bar area is certainly a 
pleasant way to wait for your table. 
California and Italian wines by the 
glass or bottle are very reasonable and 
tempting. Bruschetta ($2) or garlic 
bread ($1.50) can be ordered at the bar 
if your appetite begins to take over 
while you wait for the bigger pleasures 
to come. 

Bruschetta is an example of some of 
the simple Italian preparations that 
work very well. This fresh bread with 
plenty of garlic is brushed with olive 
oil, sprinkled with oregano, dusted 
with parmesan cheese and garnished 
with fresh tomatoes. The standard 
garlic bread is equally delicious, but 
better to eat with pasta, soup or salad. 

The Antipasto della Casa ($6) is a 
protein-packed way to begin a meal. 
Salami, prosciutto, coppa, provolone, 
smoked mozzarella, kalamata and ripe 
green olives surround a small salad of 
romaine lettuce, sweet onions and 
mushrooms dressed in a creamy vinai- 
grette. This is a traditional and flavor- 
ful appetizer to share with four or more 
people. 

Spinaci ($3), fresh spinach sauteed 
with olive oil, garlic and lemon, is a 
small plate of bright green spinach 
served at room temperature. Perfectly 





cooked and seasoned, I think this dish 
would be good with the entrees, but 
could certainly be ordered as an ap- 
petizer or as an accompaniment to 
another antipasto dish, as we did. 
Eighteen delectable pasta dishes 
makes choosing one very difficult — 
each sounds better than the last. All 
portions are simply gigantic and can be 
shared by two or perhaps three people, 
depending on what else is ordered. 
Linguine alla Vongole ($8.75) can be 
ordered with cream or tomato sauce.

is a welcome 
relief these days. 


Fresh clams, garlic, wine and butter go 
into this classic dish — a few simple in- 
gredients indeed, but the results are 
sensationally intense. A large plate 
heaped with perfectly cooked linguine 
and clams that tasted and felt like scal- 
lops, sauced with a rich, garlicky tomato 
sauce, make this a very popular dish. 

Tortellini al Carciofi ($9.70), a rich 
and very filling combination of pork, 
chicken and mortadella-filled tortellini 
served with artichoke hearts, broccoli 
and bits of a salty cured meat in a 
garlicky cream sauce, was wonderful. 
The broccoli wasn’t as bright and crisp 
as it could have been, though. 

The special pasta of the night, angel 
hair pasta with capers, olives, mush- 
rooms, eggplant and tomatoes, was 
once again a plate filled with steaming 


hot, perfectly cooked pasta, for a very 
reasonable $8.75. A bit salty for some, 
these powerful ingredients must be used 
judiciously when combined in one dish. 

There are four veal and two chicken 
dishes in addition to a 16-ounce T-bone 
steak for $13.30 or fresh fish of the day 
for $12.30. Veal and chicken entrees are 
much lighter than many of the pasta 
dishes. White wine and lemon are the 
primary cooking ingredients used for all 
but one of the chicken and veal entrees. 

Vitello Saltimbocca alla Romana 
($12.60) is the richest of them all. 
Small, tender slices of provimi veal 
sauteed and topped with prosciutto 
and melted mozzarella cheese are 
napped with a deep-flavored mush- 
roomy sauce spiked with Marsala 
wine. Fresh vegetables or pasta are 
served with the non-pasta entrees. A 
saute of broccoli, cauliflower and car- 
rots filled more than half the plate. 
Once again these are huge portions and 
fair prices. 

Truthfully, I have never seen anyone 
order dessert at Tre Fratelli. I can’t im- 
agine having any room for espresso, 
much less dessert. Ice cream ($3) or 
Sacripantina, chilled cake with 
zabaglione ($3) is available for those 
who dare to eat moderately. 

Tre Fratelli is a restaurant with in- 
tegrity and assurance. The kitchen is 
efficient and skilled, and the food is not 
pretentious, trendy or even innovative. 
People love Tre Fratelli restaurants for 
those very reasons — rustic and tradi-, 
tional Italian fare that hasn’t been 
fooled with is a welcome relief these 
days. For delicious and familiar 
favorites, especially pasta, try Tre 
Fratelli, but make sure you bring your 
patience along.

, Mount Tamalpais. And on Easter Sunday, 1987, 


75 groups in 37 countries participated in her 
Circle the Earth ritual, a worldwide “‘mass 
movement’’ for peace. 

Now Halprin is using dance to address the 
AIDS crisis. From March 25th to April Ist 
she’ll conduct an intensive “‘Dancing with Life 
on the Line’ workshop for people who have 
AIDS or ARC, and for anyone else who is in- 
terested. It culminates on April 2nd with a free 
public performance at Redwood High School 
in Kentfield. 

Halprin knows what it means to face a life- 
threatening disease: She’s been there. Since 
recovering from a serious bout with cancer, she 
has worked closely with STEPS Theatre, a 
group comprised of AIDS patients. 

“Dancing With Life on the Line,’”’ says 
Halprin, is about “‘breaking down the isolation 
that exists between people with AIDS and peo- 
ple without it. It’s crucial that we find ways to 
strengthen our circle of trust and health and 
peace. At the same time we have to break that 
parallel circle of isolation, ignorance and fear. 
In this dance we’re confronting the crisis and 
urgency of the AIDS situation by taking a very 
life-affirming stance.”’ 

But affirming life, Halprin points out, does 
not meant running away from death. ‘‘I think 
of healing a little differently than I used to,”’ 
she says. ‘‘It’s not about living forever and cur- 
ing every disease. It’s about living fully, and 
finding peace in your life and in your death — 
whenever it comes. I want to help people 
become fully alive now.”’ 

The week-long ‘‘Dancing With Life on the 
Line’’ workshop costs $200; the public perfor- 
mance on April 2nd is free. For details, call 
Tamalpa Institute at 461-9479.

THE BRITISH CONNECTION 


San Francisco is home to two London-based record retailers — Rough Trade 
and Reckless Records — that have formed their own labels

HO KNOWS more 

about the nuts and 

bolts of selling 

records than the peo- 

ple who work at rec- 
ord stores? They hear what’s current, 
take the orders, stock the shelves and 
watch what flies out the door. But they 
rarely have control over what gets 
recorded in the first place. In San Fran- 
cisco, however, two independent retail 
outlets have made the vertical move in- 
to the A&R (artist and repertoire devel- 
opment), manufacturing, marketing 
and promotion of rock records. Rough 
Trade, located at 326 Sixth St., is the 
senior player in this alternative 
marketplace, with nearly ten years of 
experience and an impressive track 
record, while Reckless Records, at 1401 
Haight, is the newcomer, only recently 
edging into the cracks left open by the 
major corporations. 

“Tt was a logical progression for a 
store that sold independent music to 
become a label,’’ says Ivan Penfold, 
who oversees the local Reckless opera- 
tions, ‘“‘being able to put out music that 
we valued that the majors didn’t care 
about.’’ 

“The way the mainstream record 
business works,’’ says Steve Connell, 
Rough Trade’s San Francisco A&R su- 
pervisor and jack-of-all-trades, “‘huge 
amounts of money are involved at up- 
per levels and there is a resulting set of 
business practices that aren’t wholly 
admirable. There has to be a better 
way.’ 

That nobler path is built on ‘‘trust 
and mutual support between artists and 
the label,’’ Connell explains. And for 
any given band, according to Penfold, 
it results in ‘‘more attention in man 
hours and enthusiasm than if it was a 
little fish in a large tank, the chance to 
be broken on the cult level, generating a 
healthy, credible groundswell of popu- 
larity.”’ Rough Trade has successfully 





taken that road with such fellow 
travelers as New Order, the Smiths and 
Camper Van Beethoven, and controls a 
significant distribution network. 
Reckless is off to a solid start with well- 
received reissues of cultish material by 
Soft Machine and MU, and new 
psychedelic music from the Black Sun 
Ensemble and Bevis Frond. 

Ironically, while the Bay Area is a 
hotbed of indie label activity, nurturing 
such indigenous companies as Alter- 
native Tentacles, Alias, Boner, Heyday, 
Insight, Mordam, Raizer X and Subter- 
ranean (as well as a large number of folk, 
jazz, new music, women’s music and 
one-shot labels), neither Rough Trade 
nor Reckless is a homegrown product 
and neither relies primarily on local 
music for its records. Both are rooted in 
London, England, where punk’s do-it- 
yourself approach to making music car- 
ried over into selling it. They saw the 
chance to promote new music that ma- 
jor labels didn’t understand, and even- 
tually they branched out to the 
American city most conducive to their 
underground visions. 

According to Steve Connell, Rough 
Trade in England started out more than 
ten years ago as “‘a hip alternative, in- 
dependent store selling reggae and 
punk, when such stores were uncom- 
mon.” Gradually, from the retail per- 
spective, the inadequacies of new music 
distribution became apparent and 
Rough Trade stepped in with an in- 
dependent wholesale network. 
Founder Jeff Travis then initiated the 
Rough Trade label, recording such 
bands as the Fall, Stiff Little Fingers, the 
Raincoats, Scritti Politti and Aztec 
Camera, and distributing such labels as 
Factory, featuring the influential Joy 
Division. From its fledgling start, Rough 
Trade now does up to several million 
pounds business annually and is taken 
quite seriously in the English industry. 
The breakthroughs included the 
phenomenal success of New Order 
(evolving out of Joy Division) on the 


Factory label and the meteoric rise of the 
Smiths on Rough Trade. Both groups 
were soon affiliated with major labels. 

In 1980, the Rough Trade record 
store opened in San Francisco, basing 
its business on the importation of the 
parent company’s releases and other 
alternative British product. Tucked in- 
to a small space on Sixth Street, the 
store remains a very specialized haven 
of alternative rock and folk, hardcore, 
dance music, reggae and African 
music. The ‘‘back room,’’ however, is 
a large warehouse, overflowing with 
records and shipping boxes, and bus- 
tling with the everyday business of run- 
ning a distribution clearinghouse and 
record label. 

“The thing that began to happen 
that has dogged independent labels,’ 
says Steve Connell, who moved from 
London to San Francisco in 1984 torun 
the label, ‘‘is the capacity for success 
for independent bands.’’ Once they 
reach a certain leval of popularity, 
bands just can’t afford to stick with a 
small label. ‘‘American majors can give 
substantial advances. Scritti Politti and 
Aztec Camera were almost advised by 
us to make the move to major labels.’’ 
But rather than seek its own alignment 
with a powerful corporate label, the 
way I.R.S. is linked with M.C.A, 
Enigma with Capitol, or Factory with 
Qwest/Warner Brothers, Rough Trade 
“is committed to building independent 
distribution network. We don’t want to 
be at mercy of major label promotion 
department or lose control over our 
own distribution. The question is can 
we make it work now that we area fully 
American label, can we make inroads 
in the American market the way we 
have in England?”’ 


OUGH TRADE’S first at- 
tempt to build up an 
American band was with 
Santa Cruz’s Camper Van 
Beethoven, who recorded 


for its own Pitch-A-Tent label but: 


struck up a distribution and marketing 
relationship with Rough Trade early 
on. For about three years Rough Trade 
and Camper toiled together and then 
the band was snapped up by Virgin. 
“‘They deserve most of the credit for 
their own success,’’ Connell says. But 
he adds that Camper’s climb impelled 
the label toward more serious develop- 
ment, including plans to sign bands to 
three-album record deals, offers of 
small advances for recording and the 
expansion of the promo staff (to a 


whopping three). 
Now, in addition to its significant 
cooperative network — distributing 


such labels as Restless, SST, Alias and 
others, pressing and distributing 
selected titles from TwinTone and 
Pitch-A-Tent and helping such bands as 
Sordid Humor, who put out their own 
records — the label is working with 
about ten acts in various styles, trying 
to scratch out as much success as possi- 
ble for them at the outskirts of the mass 
market. 

“We put out the record Lucinda 
Williams wanted to make and other 
people wouldn’t let her do,’’ Connell 
says of the fine country-tinged singer 
who has already sold nearly 12,000 
copies of her new record. ‘‘Victoria 
Williams [no relation] is moving to 
Rough Trade from a major label 
[Warner Brothers] that doesn’t know 
what to do with her. These are intri- 
guing acts that other people wouldn’t 
release. Fairport Convention [the long- 
standing British folk-rock band] signed 
a two-record deal with us because they 
didn’t want to be pigeonholed as ap- 
pealing to only one kind of audience.’’ 

Rough Trade will release about 30 of 
its own records this year, including new 
releases by the Ophelias, the Mr. T Ex- 
perience, Miracle Legion, Souled 
American, Two Nice Girls, Fairport 
Convention and Opal (due out in late 
April), who Connell expects to be the 
label’s ‘‘flagship rock project,”’ selling 
around 60,000 to 70,000 records. 


Of those acts, only the Ophelias and 
the Mr. T Experience are San Francisco 
bands. ‘‘Many labels have established 
their identity by making bands from 
one region nationally available,’’ ex- 
plains Connell. ‘‘But I don’t feel that 
San Francisco is an underdeveloped or 
under-represented area musically. 
Plenty of local bands have deals with 
labels. We’re looking for great records, 
and this is just part of the area we’re 
working in. If the whole thing was based 
here, there is the danger of losing the na- 
tional perspective. I’m so keen on devel- 
oping a broad range of music because I 
don’t want to be pigeonholed as a label 
that puts out only one type, and actually 
we have quite a varied roster.”” 

The measure of success for Rough 
Trade according to Connell, is not nec- 
essarily the bookkeeper’s bottom line. 
“Tf you start to put out records that you 
think are commercial,’’ he says, 
“‘you’re fucked.’’ What matters is the 
way the label can serve to let bands 
express themselves. ‘‘It’s their ideas 
that count.”’ 


ECKLESS approaches the 

business of making records 

with the same not-only-for- 

profit attitude. ‘“When we 

put out a record,”’ says 
Penfold, ‘‘we hope to at least cover the 
expenses of pressing and promoting 
it.’’ Charles Taylor, an avid vinyl col- 
lector, opened his first Reckless 
Records store in northern London 
seven years ago, and opened a second 
branch in Soho. In late 1986, he made 
the decision to open an outlet in San 
Francisco and Penfold moved here from 
London in early ’87. ‘‘We felt that the 
business advantage would be our ability 
to import things directly from London 
and export things back from the U.S.,”’ 
Penfold explains. “And San Francisco 
seemed a great place to live.’ 

Operating out of a large, corner 
storefront on Haight Street, the Reck- 
less retail store deals in both new and 
used records, and on any given Satur- 
day afternoon the aisles are crammed 
with bargain hunters and collectors. 
Last June, Reckless-the-label was born 
in London, and the U.S. branch 
opened in October with a small upstairs 
office run by Penfold and Lisa Yimm. 
Although paralleling Rough Trade’s 
history, Reckless set off on a deliber- 
ately singular course. ‘“We haven’t used 
amodel,’’ says Penfold. ‘‘To be honest, 
we started out without a clue, really.’’ 

The first four releases here reflected 
both the musical tastes of Taylor and 
Penfold and the serendipity of material 
landing in their hands. ‘‘Charles’ taste is 
fairly catholic and leans toward the un- 
usual, even the bizarre in some cases,”’ 
says Penfold, who favors ’60s English 
rock and shares Taylor’s passion for 
Captain Beefheart. ‘‘There’s nothing 
obvious about what we’ve chosen.”’ 

Indeed. The initial Reckless release 
included a 1970 live album by the odd- 
ball British rock-jazz band Soft 
Machine, a previously unreleased 
album by the Crazy World of Arthur 
Brown, a long-lost recording by the 
Beefheart spin-off MU, with guitarists 
Merrell Fankhauser and Jeff Cotton, 
and one new recording by a contem- 
porary psychedelic band from 
Arizona, the Black Sun Ensemble. In 
England, one of the label’s best-selling 
artists is Bevis Frond, a reclusive, 
enigmatic musician who has been 
making his own records in his home 
studio and has licensed his past 
material to Reckless. (An all-new Bevis 
Frond recording is due out in a month 
or two.) 

In nearly every case, Taylor and 
Penfold ran across the music through 
“somebody who knew somebody who 
knew somebody,’’ like one journalist 
with a connection to a former Arthur 
Brown drummer, or the U.S. journalist 
who passed on the Black Sun tape to an 
English journalist who passed it on to 
Taylor. Reckless has 16 titles in its 
catalog now: Eight of them are released

OUT ON A LIMBIN EMERYVILLE 


Kimball's East, opening with the legendary Herbie Hancock, brings 
a world-class jazz club to the Emeryville Public Market

HE LAST time jazz great 

Herbie Hancock played a 

regular, acoustic club date 

onthe West Coast was 1974. 

Since then, the brilliant key- 
boardist has been strictly a concert at- 
traction, playing outdoor festivals and 
symphony halls. No club owner in his or 
her right mind would make the astro- 
nomical bid for Hancock’s talents. But 
then no one is likely to accuse Kimball 
and Jane Allen of making business deci- 
sions according to convention. So, for 
five nights, Wednesday, March 29th 
through Sunday, April 2nd, Herbie 
Hancock, with his acoustic trio of bassist 
Buster Williams, drummer Al Foster and 
special guest vibist Bobby Hutcherson, 
will preside over the grand opening of the 
Bay Area’s newest and biggest jazz club, 


Kimball’s East in Emeryville. 
Kimball Allen starts to explain the risk 
they are taking. ‘‘Weareso far . . ”’ and 


Jane, his wife and business partner, 
helps him complete the sentence in 
unison, ‘‘out on a limb!” “‘We’re not 
going to cover the costs [of booking 
Hancock],’’ Kimball continues, ‘“‘but 
we’re not thinking of it as a loss. We’re 
assigning it to the publicity, making peo- 
ple aware that we’re here.” 

In opening the most ambitious new 
jazz nightclub in recent Bay Area 
history, the Allens are not acting as 
business novices. Their Real Food

Company, with six stores (a new one is 
Opening under Kimball’s East) and a 
natural-foods deli, accumulated sales 
of $12 million last year. For many 
years, Kimball’s Restaurant near 
Davies Symphony Hall and the Opera 
House has been successfully serving 
dinner to symphony, ballet and opera 
patrons, and attracting serious jazz 
fans for shows upstairs. 

Yet the Allens entered the jazz busi- 
ness through a side door. Sitting at a 
table in a common area of the new 
Emeryville Public Market, adjoining 
the building where the new Real Foods 
and Kimball’s East will open, Jane 
Allen explains that although she used to 
listen to jazz at the Village Vanguard in 
New York’s Greenwich Village in the 
60s, ‘‘liking it and being knowledgeable 
are two different things.’’ Kimball ad- 
mits, ‘‘I knew about jazz simply as a fan, 
and really not all that much of a fan.” 

But for most of his adult life, Kim- 
ball Allen has shaped his businesses to 
fit perceived needs. After World War 
II, the Kansas-born San Franciscan 
worked briefly as a commercial fisher- 
man and then pioneered the coin- 
operated laundry business. After a 
truncated retirement in the late ’60s, he 
opened a Stanyan Street health-food 
store at the urging of his daughter. 
Later, Kimball’s Restaurant was a 
natural outgrowth of the Real Food 
Co., which was supplying organic pro- 
duce to other dining establishments. 

Ironically, the restaurant’s location, 
in the heart of the classical performing 
arts district, led to the Allens’ involve- 
ment with jazz. ‘‘We’re so dependent 
upon the opera, symphony and ballet,”’ 
Kimball explains, ‘‘all of which start 
around eight o’clock. At a quarter to 


eight, when the curtain is ready to go 
up, we’re deserted, with a big staff of 
people and no business. We had ten 
waiters and half a dozen busboys 
standing around, so we needed some- 
thing to bring people in.”’ 

Pianist Joyce Imbesi had been play- 
ing classical piano during dinner, 
switching to jazz after eight. Gradual- 
ly, a few friends began to drop by and 
jam. Around the same time, the Bay 
Area Jazz Society was looking for a 
regular place to hold its Monday night 
jam sessions, and Kimball’s fit the bill. 
“That brought us a little further into 
the jazz scene,’’ says Jane, ‘‘and it 
grew, with ups and downs and backs 
and forths.”’ Jane hired a full-time pro- 
moter and soon Kimball’s was filling 
the gap left by the closure of Keystone 
Korner, booking extended runs by such 
jazz giants as Art Blakey, Cecil Taylor, 
Benny Carter and George Coleman. 

The Allens suspended their jazz pro- 
gram, however, when it seemed to be 
getting too ambitious for such a limited 
space. ““The final step was when we 
decided to reopen it and book it our- 
selves,’’ Jane says. ‘‘At that point we 
realized we were in the jazz business 
and wanted to be in it. We missed it. 
The phones were constantly ringing. 
People wanted to hear the music. Art- 
ists were calling, wanting to perform.”’ 
Kimball’s had become a cornerstone of 
the the jazz community. Altaneze 
Taylor and Dempsey Robinson hold 
many of their Bright Moments Music 
Club functions there and bring bud- 
ding school-age jazz buffs in to hear 
their musical role models. Another ac- 
tivist organization, Jazz in Flight, has 
been producing special Tuesday night 
programs — such as last week’s tribute 


to drummer Eddie Marshall, this 
week’s Pan-Asian Arkestra show and 
next week’s vocal feature with Molly 
Holm and Raz Kennedy — highlighting 
the wealth of Bay Area jazz talent. 


OW THE ALLENS, ac- 

cidental jazzbeaus, are 

undertaking an even 

greater and unprecedented 

commitment to the music 
with the opening of Kimball’s East, a 
350-400 seat room constructed specifi- 
cally for the presentation of jazz. But in 
typical Kimball Allen style, even this en- 
terprise was initiated almost by chance. 
The Public Market had been recruiting 
his natural foods store, Kimball ex- 
plains, ‘‘and when we saw the space they 
had offered for the Real Food Company, 
I was curious as to what was over our 
heads. When I looked atit, I really got ex- 
cited. That space up there doesn’t have a 
post init, absolutely unrestricted views.’’ 
When hesuggested the idea of a jazzclub 
to Public Market owner David Martin, 


“St was as if a light turned on over his: 


head. It was a practically only a matter of 
hours before we had an agreement, and 
his support has been crucial all along.’ 
The Public Market has yet to attract 
hordes of customers to its Emery Bay 
site, but the advent of Kimball’s East 
will probably increase popular aware- 
ness of the complex of food markets 
and vendors. ‘‘We decided at the begin- 
ning that we would try to make this into 
the finest jazz club in the world,’’ Kim- 
ball says. ‘“We’re certainly finding out 
that that’s not the easiest thing in the 
world to do, nor is it the least 
expensive.’’ Construction delays, per- 
mit transfers and other start-up hassles 
have given the Allens many anxious 


moments. But with less than four weeks 
to go, they were feeling confident. 
“The most important things are 
sound, lighting and sightlines,’’ Kim- 
ball says, ‘‘and we’ve got all three as 
good as youcan get them. I don’t know 
how you can do any better.’’ The stage 
is large enough to accommodate any 
jazz big band and will feature a Stein- 
way concert grand piano. Meyer Sound

Laboratories has designed the custom 
sound system. Seating is tiered, and in- 
cludes spacious booths as well as tables 
for couples. Chef Robert Mott, who 
worked previously at the Dakota in 
Berkeley, oversees a menu of selected 
entrees, hot appetizers, salads and sand- 
wiches. ‘‘What we’re trying to do is dispel 
the idea that jazz clubs have lousy food, 
gouge you on the drinks and in general 
take advantage of the public,’ Kimball 
continues. “‘It certainly should help take 
jazz out of the province of the crowded 
smoke-filled room.” 

“‘There’s a limit to what we can do at 
Kimball’s [in San Francisco] with only 
140 seats,’’ Jane adds. ‘‘The other 
thing is that Kimball’s is still basically a 
restaurant that has jazz. This is de- 
signed as a jazz club that will have food. 
Everything is geared toward the jazz.”’ 
The large seating capacity will make it 
possible for Kimball’s East to book 
both higher-priced artists, such as 
trumpet king Dizzy Gillespie, who per- 
forms April 11th-15th, and acts requir- 
ing more physical space, such as jazz 
big bands, Latin orchestras and even 
jazz tap dancers. 

Toward that end, the Allens hired 
Musical Director Chuck LaPaglia to 
oversee the booking and promotion of 
jazz. ‘‘Chuck’s job is the very key to 
whole thing,’’ says Kimball, who par- 
ticipates in construction but keeps a 
low profile while Jane operates the bus- 
iness affairs. LaPaglia was responsible 
for turning Yoshi’s Japanese Restau- 
rant in Oakland into a world-class 
jazz nightspot. ‘“‘Whether we would in 
any way injure Yoshi’s if we moved in 
was certainly a consideration,’’ Kim- 
ball’s says. ‘‘We made a pretty good 
study of that and decided that it could 
only be beneficial to have more clubs 
presenting jazz. We certainly don’t 
want to be in a competitive role. We'll 
do anything that we can to cooperate.” 

Nonetheless, it was fortunate for the 
Allens that LaPaglia was ready to move 
on from Yoshi’s when the idea for Kim- 
ball’s East was taking shape. And he is 
making an auspicious debut at his new 
club with his first booking. Herbie 
Hancock — whose musical history 
spans the past three decades of jazz, 
from classic early sessions for the Blue 
Note label, through the great Miles 
Davis Quintet of the mid-’60s and the 
pioneering Headhunters fusion band, 
to high-tech, hip hop experimentalism 
— has been near the forefront of many 
important changes in modern jazz, and 
in years to come his inauguration of 
Kimball’s East will no doubt be remem- 
bered as a historical milestone in Bay 
Area jazz lore. a

Local stages host non-stop 
spring performances

PRING MAY turn a young 
man’s fancy lightly to 
thoughts of love, but dancers’ 
thoughts turn to perfor- 
mance. From now until the 
end of June, when everybody — 
dancers, presenters, writers and au- 
diences — collapses, there will be non- 
stop sliding, skipping and leaping. 

These days dancers not only talk on 
stage, they often do so off the boards, 
no doubt hoping to increase audience 
awareness — and attendance figures. 
These informal conversations are 
usually free and often provide fasci- 
nating glimpses into the creative pro- 
cess. The ballet talks, for instance, will 
continue on Monday evenings (6 pm, 
Ballet Building) until the end of the 
season; Brenda Way of ODC and Senta 
Driver of Harry (performing March 
31st) team up for a discussion on ‘“‘New 
Movement, Cultural Redundancy and 
Shoes’’ on March 30th. Best of all, the 
venerable Katherine Dunham, in resi- 
dence at Stanford during May, will give 
a free lecture-demonstration about her 
work on May 7th, 3 pm, Memorial 
Auditorium, Stanford. 

Two of the regular dance venues 
have special spring seasons. Hungry 
Hearts is a two-weekend miniseries at 
Theatre Artaud, featuring two out-of- 
town groups (Ralph Lemon Company 
and 3’s Company) with two well- 
known local ones (Ellen Bromberg 
Ensemble and Della Davidson and the 
Moving Company) in the hope that, in 
the words of producer Christopher 
Watson, they ‘‘will attract audiences 


that only go to see local companies and 
those who only will take in out-of-town 
performers.’’ March 29th-April Ist, 
April Sth-8th. Theatre Artaud, SF, 
621-7797. 

Footwork’s audiences are sym- 
pathetic to the new, giving its artists a 
place to stick their necks out. Among 
others, the 1989 Footwork Spring 
Series presents Mary Reid and Anne 
Bluethenthal and their companies in 
new and repertory works, as well as 
New Yorker Lorn MacDougal, in col- 
laboration with filmmaker Alain Le 
Razer, in an evening of solos. April

The day after it opens, the new

SPRING 
BONANZA 


Pop musicians flock back to live audiences

FTER HIBERNATING 

in recording studios or 

fighting the flu, per- 

forming pop musicians 

are ready to shake out 
the winter doldrums and get back on 
the road, promoting that new record or 
just re-establishing contact with au- 
diences in the flesh. ’Tis the hardest 
season for club- and concert-goers to 
decide how to spend the meager sav- 
ings left over after tax time, but this 
year it promises a greater return on the 
dollar than most investments other 
than baseball cards. 

There are a half-dozen great oppor- 
tunities to spend the night out with the 
boys: cynical, cinematic songster 
Randy Newman plays solo at the War- 
field on Tuesday, March 28th; reggae 
singer Gregory Isaacs works his vocal 
magic to the sultry backbeat at the 
Omni on Thursday, March 30th; 
perpetual pop also-ran but many 
critics’ (including this one’s ) personal 
favorite, R&B-influenced new wave 
howler Graham Parker, sings solo at the 
Fillmore on Friday, March 31st, just 
as he does on his new album (check 
Berkeley Square the night before for a 
surprise); Canada’s singer-songwriter 
of conscience, Bruce Cockburn, 
analyzes the Big Circumstance of im- 
perialism, exploitation, religious 
hypocrisy and true love in these 
dangerous times, in Zellerbach Audi- 
torium on Thursday, April 13th; Lou 
Reed reveals the new, politicized black 
leather hero, who probably won’t be 
that different from the old Lou, with 
the Feelies, at Berkeley Community 
Theater on Tuesday, April 18th; and 
the man with the large hair, the large 
band and the largest repertoire of weird 
country songs on mainstream radio, 
Lyle Lovett, returns to fiddle with your 
mind along with guitar ace Leo Kotke, 
in Zellerbach Auditorium on Thurs- 
day, April 20th. 

But aside from the annual tours of 
pop stars (Crowded House, Banana- 
rama, the Bangles at the Warfield) and 
the local club dates of such college 
radio rock favorites as Throwing 
Muses, the Lyres (both at the I-Beam) 
or the Washington Squares (at the Ken- 
nel Club), a lot of unusual entertain- 
ment events are taking place this spring, 
including the following baker’s dozen, 
plus two.

SPRING 
IRESHUFFLING 


A rundown of schedule changes 
and upcoming shows

PRING IS COMING, and 

with it a flurry of last-minute 

schedule adjustments by local 

theaters. In a time when pro- 

ducing theater takes ‘‘serious 
money,’’ companies have been busily 
exercising their prerogative to delay, 
extend and replace end-of-season 
shows. These last-minute changes may 
look whimsical, but they’re usually 
justified by economic, logistical or 
aesthetic factors. For the average 
theatergoer, the reasons don’t really 
matter: The name of the game is just to 
try and stay current. To help, here’s a 
basic reshuffling as of presstime. 

The Eureka Theatre is postponing 
two of its previously announced shows 
until next year: Tony Kushner’s new 
AIDS play, Angels in America and Con- 
stance Cogden’s satirical Tales of the 
Formicans. Replacing them: Three 
Ways Home, Casey Kurtti’s look at 
friendship between a white social worker 
and a black welfare mother (opens April 
19th) and Days and Nights Within, a 





political drama by actress-writer Ellen - 


McLaughlin, set in 1950s East Berlin 
(opens June 6th). 

SEW/Lorraine Hansberry Theatre 
delayed the press opening of its Duke 
Ellington revue Sophisticated Ladies; 
the show now debuts on March 25th. 
And SEW’s new multimedia adapta- 
tion of the Toni Morrison novel, The 
Bluest Eye will not premiere this spring 
as planned. You can catch a short-run 
“‘workshop’’ production soon, with 
the full-blown version on view later this 
year. A Traveling Jewish Theatre is also 
going the ‘‘in-progress’’ route with its 
latest, The Heart of the World. This 
first-draft exploration of Christian- 


Jewish intermarriage opens April 20th 
at the Potrero Hill Theatre. 

Meanwhile, the Magic Theatre has 
pushed its local premiere of Terrance 
McNally’s off-Broadway romantic hit 
comedy, Frankie and Johnny at the 
Claire de Lune, up a few weeks to May 
23rd. The reason? Construction delays 
on Fort Mason’s long-awaited Cowell 
Theatre, a new 400-seat venue at the 
back of Pier II, where Frankie and 
Johnny will hold forth. The folks at the 
Magic have also cooked up a spur-of- 
the-moment performance art series, 
April in Chaos. It features out-of- 
towners Joanna Went, Andy Soma and 
the Alien Comic, plus music by Fright 
Wig and other local rock bands. 

And what’s on at the downtown, 
commercial theaters? Only your tarot 
reader knows for sure. If audiences 
catch on to the Marin Theatre Com- 
pany production of the backstage farce 
Noises Off, it may settle in for a nice 
long stay at the Marines Memorial 
Theatre. And you can bet that Ken 
Hill’s Phantom of the Opera will hang 
in at Theatre on the Square until sum- 
mer; it’s still catnip to the tourist-and- 
shopper set. 

As for touring shows at the Curran, 
the Golden Gate, the Orpheum ... 
well, your guess is as good as mine. Or, 
probably, as good as producer Carole 
Shorenstein’s. There just isn’t enough 
“‘product’’ coming out of New York to 
keep three spacious theaters lit up — or 
one, for that matter. A production of 
Steel Magnolias with Barbara Rush is 
slated for the Curran in June, but don’t 
believe it until the tickets go on sale. 

If a dependable schedule is what 
you’re looking for, there’s always one 
theater in town you can rely on. That’s 
Beach Blanket Babylon, still packing 


em in at Club Fugazi week after week, 
from Wednesday to Sunday, rain, 
shine, flood or earthquake. Don’t ex- 
pect brain food, but for spangly fluff it 
still can’t be beat. 

Here are a few other upcoming 
shows to look out for: 


Artists from Another Israel. Peace 
in the Middle East still seems like a dis- 
tant dream, but the organizers of this 
upcoming festival at Life on the Water 
think a little arts diplomacy couldn’t 
hurt. By bringing together Israeli, Arab 
and North American artists, they hope 
“to build a bridge of communication 
through the incorporation of Arabic 
and Judaic traditions.’’ The festival 
runs April 4th through 16th, featuring 
performances by Neve Tzedek, one of 
Israel’s most outspoken political 
theater troupes (April 5th-16th), panel 
discussions on such pithy topics as 
‘War and Memory” (April 8th) and 
“Artists and the Occupation’’ (April 
11th), several music concerts and films 
by Israelis and Palestinians. It caps off 
with a public Passover Seder ‘‘cele- 
brating peace and justice’’ (April 16th). 
For acomplete schedule call Life on the 
Water, 776-8999. 


The Trial of Los Siete. On May 1, 
1969 a San Francisco policeman was 
killed while on duty in the Mission Dis- 
trict. The seven young Latinos accused 
of his murder were dubbed ‘‘Los 
Siete’’; their trial (with radical lawyer 
Charles Garry at the defense) became 
an international cause and a rallying 
point for Chicano activists. Richard 
Talavera’s new play looks back at the 
affair, and the hope and cynicism it 
triggered in San Francisco’s Latino 
community. Presented by the Tale 
Spinners Theatre at the Mission Dis- 
trict Cultural Center, San Francisco. 
April 14th through May 7th. Call 
776-8470 for ticket information. 


Ain’t No Use in Goin’ Home, 
Jodie’s Got Your Gal and Gone. 
Subtitled “‘Sayings from the Life and 
Writings of Junebug Jabbo Jones, Vol. 
IlI,’’ this is the latest installment in the 
African American oral history/folk 
yarn spun by actor-storyteller John 
O’Neal (aka Junebug). In the new edi- 
tion, Junebug ruminates over the 
“realities and contradictions’’ of 
blacks in the U.S. military during 
World War II and the Korean War. 
O’Neal and director Steven Kent 
researched the piece locally, and have 
set it in and around wartime Oakland. 
Runs April 23rd through May 7th at 
Oakland Ensemble Theatre, Oakland. 
For details, call 839-5510. 


A Funny Thing Happened to me on 
the Way to the Forum. This musical 
was hailed on Broadway 25 years ago 
for its frisky mix of Borscht Belt humor 
and ancient Roman farce — and for the 
antics of its rotund star, Zero Mostel. 
With a vintage Stephen Sondheim 
score and a crackling script by Burt 
Shevelove and Larry (M*A*S*H) 
Gelbart, it’s since become a staple of 
community theaters from here to 
Padua. The ACT’s upcoming version 
sounds especially promising because it 
boasts a director (Albert Tackazoukas) 
and a Zero-sized lead actor (Michael 
McShane) who know plenty about 
making people laugh. Plays April 25th 
through May 27th at Geary Theatre, 
SF.

Serious Money. Persistence pays off. 
After a long negotiation, Berkeley Rep 
finally secured first local dibs on Caryl 
Churchill’s recent, much-talked-about 
social satire — a hit off-Broadway and 
a failure on, but who’s counting? It’s 
set in the cutthroat world of insider 
trading, but don’t expect a melodrama 
cut from the same ticker tape as Wall 
Street.

MARRIED TO 
THE KLAN 


The harsh life of white trash 


THE STICK WIFE by Darrah Cloud, di- 
rected by Anthony Taccone in a joint 
production by Berkeley Repertory 
Theatre and Eureka Theatre.

OOR WHITE Southern - 


trash. It’s a particularly 
cruel phrase. Just the sound 
of it leaves a bad taste in 
your mind. 

Darrah Cloud’s play, The Stick 
Wife, imagines a desperate ‘‘white 
trash’’ milieu of rubbish-strewn back- 
yards, dead-end jobs and loveless mar- 
riages. The men get their only sense of 
power from belonging to a white racist 
‘club’? — the Ku Klux Klan, or some 
offshoot. The women endure by clean- 
ing and cooking, sneaking sips of 
Southern Comfort and steering clear of 
their husbands’ tempers. 

It’s easy to depict these people as 
grotesques, as some subspecies of 
human. Or, in a comic spoof like 
Greater Tuna, to mug their ignorance 
for laughs. But in Stick Wife, currently 
playing at the Eureka Theatre, Cloud 
evokes sympathy for these much- 
maligned folk. And she digs hard to 
show how their sense of powerlessness 
breeds violence and hatred. 

Set in 1963 in Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, Stick Wife draws on actual 
events surrounding a terrorist church 
bombing that killed several black chil- 
dren. The bombing triggered mass 
demonstrations and helped galvanize 
the civil rights movement. But this play 
doesn’t address the war in the streets. 
It’s about a strange marital war waged 


in private. Soon after the bombing, 
Robert Chambliss, a former Klan 
member, was arrested and quickly re- 
leased. He was finally convicted of the 
crime 14 years later — largely because 
his wife secretly informed on him. 

Cloud imagines, from the inside out, 
how such a woman could squeal on her 
husband, and how she could continue 
to live with him. At first Jessie (played 
by Abigail Van Alyn) seems like the ar- 
chetypal woman-as-doormat. Poor, 
uneducated, unloved, her only com- 
forts are doing and re-doing the laun- 
dry (‘‘It’s how I pray’’) and fantasizing 
she’s a movie star. Her husband Ed 
(Charles Dean) is a tight-lipped hulk of 
a man who treats her with hostile dis- 
dain. Her neighbors, Marguerite 
(Molly Maycock) and Betty (Zoanne 
LeRoy), are so oppressed by their own 
husbands they can’t offer much sister- 
hood. Even her grown-up children 
have run off and left her. 

But once Jessie hears that a black 
church has been bombed and children 
killed, something in her snaps. She im- 
mediately senses that her husband and 
his Klan pals could be responsible. 
When her fears are confirmed she goes 
crazy — but it’s the kind of crazy that 
gives her courage to act. 

The Stick Wife charts Jessie’s 
transformation from drudge to in- 
former in a Pinterish, abstract manner 
laced with black humor and suspense. 
As Jessie and the other women begin to 
forge a united front, their husbands 
(Dean, Michael McShane and Jeffrey 
King) grow increasingly malevolent 
and oppressive. Karen Gjelsteen’s ex- 
cellent backyard setting turns into a 
hideout, a free zone in a male-female 
war that mirrors the black-white war 


raging nearby. In the play’s most 
powerful scene, the women find a cache 
of Klan rifles and set up a makeshift 
fort to defend themselves against their 
husbands. The ensuing exhilaration is 
tonic but brief: The next morning they 
surrender their guns without a 
whimper. Of course. ..what else can 


‘they do? Though written from a fem- 


inist perspective, Cloud’s dialogue is 
both starkly suggestive and am- 
biguous. Everyone seems powerless — 
Betty, when she urges Jessie to ‘‘Stop 
feeling, stop feeling — or you’ll never 
be normal again!’’ and even Ed when 
he talks about ‘‘being nothing”’ in the 
eyes of the world. The psycho-message 
that oppression can make people op- 
press others — women and blacks if 
you happen to be poor, male and white 
— comes through loud and clear. It’s 
not anew point, but one that hasn’t lost 
its relevance. 

The play’s delicately balanced tone 
of banal naturalism and nightmare 
craziness poses a challenge for any 
director. The problem with Tony Tac- 
cone’s Eureka-Berkeley Rep produc- 
tion is that it underscores every subtex- 
tual emotion too boldly, instead of 
trusting the script to work its way into 
your bloodstream.There’s too much 
motion and commotion, when often a 
tense hush would be more effective. 
For example, Taccone indicates 
Jessie’s growing distress with washes of 
red light and loud, pulsating sound ef- 
fects. And he allows some of the cast to 
overact like mad. 

As Jessie, Van Alyn works hard 
(she’s onstage the entire time), and 
looks so ravaged that her appearance 
alone sends a message. But she does too 
much acting — from the first moments, 
she’s pouncing on every ‘‘beat.’’ When 
Jessie finally revolts, Van Alyn’s 
energy makes sense. But she needs to 
damp down in the first act to show how 
beaten this woman is, how much her 
rebellion means. Molly Maycock is also 
out of whack, with an exaggerated ac- 
cent that grated on my Southern-bred 
companion’s ears and didn’t sound 
right to me either. Maycock also does 
too much, making Marguerite so fussy 
and hysterical that she spills over into 
caricature. 

Thankfully, the other actors are 
more in sync with the material and their 
scenes work better. Michael McShane’s 
Big Albert really creeps you out when 
he leers at Jessie from behind the 
screened door or surprises her under- 
neath the clothesline. And Jeffrey 
King’s violent eruption with its giggly 
aftermath are flat-out terrifying. 

But the truest, most disturbing per- 
formances come from James Dean and 
from Zoanne LeRoy. As Ed, Dean 
does more with less, wasting nary a 
motion. He moves slowly, like a man 
encased in armor. He speaks in a low, 
gently accented drawl. And every single 
thing about him radiates compressed, 
smoldering rage. 

Curly-haired and husky-voiced, 
Leroy’s Betty breaks your heart 
because she’s so natural, so familiar. 
With the women, she’s a bawdy, tough 
old bird. When her husband’s around 
she clams up and caves in. It’s a finely- 
shaded performance — the kind that 
The Stick Wife needs to make these 
sad, contorted lives real to us. |

DESIGNING 
DANCERS 


Collaborative choreography yields 
three Jenkins premieres 


MARGARET JENKINS DANCE 
COMPANY. Theatre Artaud, SF. Wed- 
nesday, March 15th.

F PEDAL steel guitar players do 

have the highest suicide rate 

among musicians because they 

have to sit still so long, as the nar- 

rator in Margaret Jenkins’ 
‘‘Pedal Steal’’ maintains, then her dan- 
cers should live long and happy lives. 
The second week of this year’s season 
at Theatre Artaud introduced three 
world premieres with none of the 
theatrical trappings that have en- 
hanced, and sometimes distracted 
from, Jenkins’ dancerly explorations 
of the world around her. Instead we got 
smallish pieces, each of them designed 
to highlight the particular talents of her 
fiercely energetic group of current 
dancers. Rounding out the program 
was the 1985 ‘‘Pedal Steal,’’ her most 
spectacularly theatrical work, which 
earned a Bessie and three Isadora 
Duncan awards. 

Margaret Jenkins in recent years has 
given much credit to the choreographic 
contributions of her dancers, taking 
her well-known collaborative process 
with other theater artists a step further. 
These days she sees her role as stimula- 
ting and guiding the movement lan- 
guage of her dancers, instead of design- 
ing works onto them. She calls her con- 
tribution ‘‘choreographic direction.’’ 
(David Gordon seems to pursue similar 
paths in his recent ‘‘United States,’’ 
calling his role ‘‘constructing.’’) 

The idea is not new: most modern 
choreographers work intimately with 
their dancers, particularly if they have 
an ensemble with whom they can work 
over a period of time. But in typical 
Jenkins fashion, she pushes it further, 
trying to see just where this type of 
creative process will lead. 

This year’s crop has given her, and 
us, three very different works in which 
the focus is on the individual talents 
(and presumably the contributions) of 
the Jenkins dancers. Most astounding 
is veteran dancer Ellie Klopp, whose 
razor-sharp articulations slice whatever 
space she moves through. A for- 
midable technician, she seems to hold 
back with a guarded wariness even in 
her more tender and trusting moments. 
“‘Miss Jacobi Weeps’’ gives Klopp an 
opportunity to explore a rich range of 
emotions as she and newcomer Jesse 
Traschen explore the implications of 
relationships. 





For much of the piece the two 
dancers are holding onto each other, 
but pulling and pushing in different 
directions. Then they move forward 
and break loose to explore individual 
spaces. Klopp, towards the end of what 
started as an explosive solo, awkwardly 
limps across the stage, her gaze vacant, 
her hip hiccuping as if out of sync with 
the rest of her body, to lead Traschen 
gently back into partnering. Attheend, 
in a moment of infinite sadness, 
Traschen sits on his heels, moving his 
right arm idly up and down as Klopp 
slides next to him. As she rears up onto 
her hips and tightens her body into a 
curve, supporting and suffering his left 
hand on her neck, she looks as if she is 
about to break. What a contrast to the 
defiant opening, in which Klopp stands 
alone centerstage, her body rounded 
and focused on her solar plexus, out of 
which she pulls an imaginary thread. 
As she fiercely pinches it between the 
index finger and the thumb, with the 
other fingers of her lifted arm stabbing 
the air like daggers, she looks for all the 
world like a triumphant Salome dis- 
playing the head of John the Baptist. 
No wonder Miss Jacobi weeps. 

On a much lighter note, ‘‘Crossed 
Tales’’ presents us with a colorful game 
through which Janice Dulak, Wayne 





Hazzard and Anne Krauss move as 
through an elaborate chess game. A 
very linear piece, its players slide in and 
out of geometric configurations as if 
they had velvet on their feet. They form 
horizontals, verticals, parallels in two 
and three, diagonals, circles that break 
up into triangles, stacks with spokes of 
arms and legs — all lit up in a mood of 
festive celebration. 

The brilliantly colored costumes by 
Cal Anderson not only create the illu- 
sion of more dancers on stage than the 
three we see, but also call up all kinds of 
references at the swing of an arm or the 
kick of aleg. Anderson clad the dancers 
in parts of multiple costumes; dividing 
the body basically into four sections, 
each of which has a clearly defined 
image. So a dancer could have one leg 
clad in a mini skirt while the other 
sported a modified harem pant. One of 
Wayne Hazzard’s arms was naked ex- 
cept for a black belt adornment as if 
from a motorcycle gang, while the 
other flowed with the bouffant sleeve 
of a Renaissance prince. Anderson ob- 
viously capitalized on the Jenkins 
dancers’ ability to project three or four 
different kinds of moods from one 
body simultaneously. At the same time 
he demonstrated brilliantly how much 
of what we see depends on the associa- 
tions we call up. 

The third piece, first on the program, 
“Light Fall,’’ could be seen as a coun- 
terpiece to ‘“‘Miss Jacobi Weeps.’’ 
Bryan Chalfant and Janet Sturman 
stretch and move toward each other, 
but the only relationship they establish 
is by distance. He echoes her movement 
from the shadows in short spurts of 
parallelisms and at a few moments car- 
ries her for a few steps as if she were 
some “‘thing.’’ Sturman is quietly af- 
fecting in her reaching out to 
Chalfant’s stoic self-absorption — at 
one point disrupted when, imprisoned 
in his own sphere, he jumps up and 
down likea frog on a hot griddle. | 





RECORDS 
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on the U.S. label and the others are 
available here as imports. Unlike 
Rough Trade, with its broad spectrum 
of styles, Reckless is initially estab- 
lishing an identity with its exotic, mind- 
bending, experimental rock, linking 
the late ’60s with the late ’80s, and 
packaging that gives the records a 
similar look. ‘‘We’re open to every- 
thing,’’ Penfold explains, ‘‘we listen to 
all tapes. But we made the decision to 
try to give the whole label a good pro- 
file, an identity, with cover art and a 
prominent logo that promote the idea 
that if you see the Reckless label you 
know it’s worth listening to.” 

_ In Penfold’s words, Reckless is ‘‘not 
really tied to the music scene’’ in San 
Francisco, “‘but we’re acutely aware of 
what’s popular here. That’s the advan- 
tage of starting out with a shop. You 
stay in tune with what people are buy- 
ing, what they want.’’ But Penfold ex- 
presses caution about trying to move 
too quickly in that marketplace. Reck- 
less is dependent upon seven or eight in- 


dependent distributors for getting its 
product into stores across the country, 
and doesn’t want to get lost in the shuf- 
fle. ‘‘They’re all doing a great job for 
us,’’ he says. ‘“We have no complaints 
but I think that’s the exception for a 
small label. You have to be careful not 
to release too many things, you can’t 
spread yourself too thin.’’ 

Major record companies may be go- 
ing through an expansive period, tak- 
ing occasional chances on new sounds, 
but as Rough Trade’s Steve Connell 
argues, “‘Eighty percent of interesting 
things in any given year happen on 
indie labels right now.’’ But indepen- 
dent labels are in a tenuous position, 
faced with increasing concentration on 
the distribution and retail levels — such 
moves as the merger of Warner 
Brothers with Time, Inc. raise the pro- 
spect of a company releasing and 
reviewing its own records. By doing 
their own consolidation, from manu- 
facturing through distribution and 
retailing, Rough Trade and Reckless 
are increasing their odds for survival, 
and that betters chances of new music 
finding its way into the hands of people 
who care about it. i=8

NE ADVANTAGE of 

the killing pace of the San 

Francisco International 

Film Festival is that 

reviewers can stockpile a 
number of reviews that will be useful as 
the films enter commercial release in 
coming months. (Another professional 
secret revealed!) For instance, here are 
comments about two of this year’s 
Festival offerings that stayed on at the 
Kabuki, and one of last year’s that’s 
just making it to the Roxie. 

The Adventures of Baron Munc- 
hausen is alot of sound and fury, signi- 
fying disaster for Columbia Pictures, 
which put up a big chunk of the budget, 
variously reported as up to $54 million. 
Their best hope is to rename it Ishtar 2. 
The public loves sequels. 

If Terry Gilliam had made the pic- 
ture for $40 million and given me the 
rest, this might have been a favorable 
review, but even then I doubt it. I did 
not have a good time at this movie. 

On the plus side are certain Oscar 
nominations in the design and perhaps 
visual effects categories — the money 
shows on screen. And there’s an in- 
spired bit of lunacy by an actor billed as 
Ray D. Tutto. The name comes from 
his dialogue and you’ll have no trouble 
recognizing Robin Williams as the King 
of the Moon. 

In Brazil Gilliam lost me after about 
40 minutes, when he ran out of wit and 
imagination. This time he continues to 
come up with imaginative locations, if 
redundant plot details, until near the 
end, but the screenplay, by Gilliam and 
Charles McKeown, has precious little 
wit to begin with. 

The setting is a European town be- 
sieged by the Turks in the late 18th cen- 
tury. The show must go on, and Henry 
Salt’s (Bill Paterson) theater company 
is presenting The Adventures of Baron 
Munchausen, starring Salt, who des- 
cribes himself as ‘‘just on the cusp be- 
tween Romeo and King Lear.’’ The 
performance is interrupted by a man 

who claims to be the real Baron Munc- 
hausen (John Neville) and proceeds to 
regale the audience with tall tales of his 
exploits. 


The rest of the film becomes the 
latest of those tales. With Paterson’s 
daughter Sally (mildly obnoxious 
Sarah Polley) as a stowaway, the Baron 
goes for reinforcements in a balloon 
made from women’s underwear — a 
hot-air balloon like the Baron, not a 
lead balloon like this movie. 

Traveling to the moon, the crater of 
Mt. Etna and the inside of a giant sea 
monster, the Baron reassembles his old 
army: Gustavus (Jack Purvis), a dwarf 
with super-hearing and gale-force 
breath; Berthold (Eric Idle), who runs 
at warp speed; Albrecht (Winston Den- 
nis), aman of great strength; Adolphus 
(Charles McKeown), who can see for 
miles and the white horse Bucephalus. 

They’ve aged a bit in the 20 years 
since the Baron last saw them, but they 
still help him win the day — twice — 
which seems to contradict the antiwar 
message suggested earlier, as when Vul- 
can (Oliver Reed) introduces a nuclear 
missile which lets you kill your enemies 
without seeing them die. ‘‘Where’s the 
fun in that?”’ Berthold asks. 

Where indeed? But harder to find is 
the fun in The Adventures of Baron 
Munchausen. It has a few mild laughs 
but no excitement. The Turkish sultan 
(Peter Jeffrey) offers the Baron, 
“Perhaps you’d care for a little light 
entertainment while you wait?’’ and 
presents excerpts from the opera The 
Torturer’s Apprentice, including the 
eunuchs’ song, ‘‘Cut Off in My 
Prime,’’ as a pipe organ creates sounds 
by poking and beating human prison- 
ers inside. The film could use alot more 
light entertainment like that and less 
pyrotechnics. As full as every inch of 
the screen is at all times, this is emo- 
tionally and intellectually a very barren 
Munchausen indeed. 


T THE OTHER end of the 
A budget spectrum is High 

Hopes, which doesn’t give easy 
answers or even ask easy questions. It’s 
another inside look at the sad state of 
England today, but more humorous 
than most. Director Mike Leigh has 
worked mostly in television, with 
similarly modest efforts that have been 
both better and worse than this one. He 
constructs situations and allows his ac- 
tors to improvise until they find the 
dialogue he wants. 

High Hopes opens with Wayne 
(Jason Watkins), a forlorn man with 
receding blond hair, emerging from the 
London Underground and looking 
dazed. He’s come from Surrey seeking 


‘his sister and a job. 


Wayne stops to ask directions of 


Cyril (Philip Davis), a hirsute man who 
could bea hippie or a college professor. 
Hippie is closer to the truth. ‘“The day 
they machine-gun the royal family 
I’ll...put a tie on,’’ says Cyril, who 
works as a courier and smokes pot with 
his ten-year live-in lover, Shirley (Ruth 
Sheen). 

‘Cyril’s Mum (Edna Dore) is prob- 
ably the only surviving original resi- 
dent of a block of flats that have been 
gentrified by a new class of yuppies, in- 
cluding her next-door neighbors, Laeti- 
tia (Leslie Manville) and Rupert Booth- 
Braine (David Bamber), who speak like 
they’ve seen too many Noel Coward 
plays. They'd love to get their hands on 
Mum’s place, and are none too subtle 
in suggesting she move out to ‘‘a nice 
little granny flat.’’ 

Valerie (Heather Tobias), Cyril’s 
sister, is a self-centered wannabe. She 
gives Mum a blood pressure testing kit 
for Christmas — in February — but al- 
so volunteers to host Mum’s 70th birth- 
day party. 

As the characters are introduced it’s 
mostly pretty funny stuff, despite the 
serious undertones, but it bogs down 
when Leigh gives them time to discuss 
philosophy and such. Cyril and Shirley 
run into an old friend, and the three com- 
trades find they no longer agree on 
anything. 

Things pick up again at the party as 
Valerie puts her second foot in her mouth 
by proposing a toast to Mum’s birthday, 
“because it could be her last.’’ Leigh stays 
on a long, tight close-up of Mum as the 
party dissolves into a shouting match 
among the other four. 

That’s the high point of High Hopes, 
which is generally downbeat in spite of 
the laughter. Whatever we might like to 
think, the have-nots are no happier than 
the haves, only nicer, Cyril and Shirley 
visit the tomb of Karl Marx, on which is 
inscribed, ‘‘The philosophers have only 
interpreted the world in various ways. 
The point however is to change it.”’ 

“The thing is,’’ Cyril asks, ‘“change 
what?” 

As I said, neither the questions nor the 
answers are easy. 


funniest film of the not exactly laugh- 
laden 1988 SFIFF, Dennis O’Rourke 
points a camera instead of a finger at 
Europeans and Americans taking a 
“safe” tour of Sepik River villages in 
Papua New Guinea. The descendants of 
headhunters peddle their handicrafts as 
they make the transition to a cash-based 
culture. Some are surprisingly astute, 
while the fat cats in Banana Republic togs 
are exactly as you’d expect. 
It’s not hard to make tourists look 
ridiculous, and travelers with a sense of 
humor about themselves will be the first

_ to relate to those in the film as they create 


an infinite mirror — taking pictures of 
people taking pictures of people taking 
pictures of people — and catch on to the 
local system of bargaining: If you don’t 
want to pay the first price quoted, ask for 
the ‘‘second price’’ and if necessary the 
“third price.’ 

The natives have their complaints. A 
feisty woman says the tourists look but 
don’t buy her handicrafts: ““You white 
people have all the money. We have 
nothing.’’ A man with historical perspec- 
tive tells how German, English and 
Australian missionaries destroyed most 
of their sacred objects. He also shares an 
inside joke. Natives thought the first 
Europeans were ghosts of their ancestors, 
so when tourists arrive they still say, ““The 
dead have returned.” We sense that 
children especialiy are confused, not 
knowing what they do out of tradition 
and what is just to amuse the tourists. 

Cannibal Tours expresses more 
resignation than guilt, but it reminded me 
of Ray Bradbury’s story ‘‘The 
Butterfly,”’ in which a time traveler alters 
the future by killing the title creature in 
the distant past. In this case the more 
adventurous tourists will go on looking 
for unspoiled cultures and moving on 
once they’ve spoiled them.

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The Ophelias, The Big O 
(Rough Trade) 
By restoring the rock to ‘‘art rock,” 
Leslie Medford avoids most of the 
precious pitfalls of such Magical 
Mystery Tour followers as Yes and ELO. 
He goes back to earliest Pink Floyd and 
Faces for his dementia and realizes it 
here better than ever before. Guitar, 
bass and drums figure prominently in 
his class clown psychedelia but he is 
not shy about adding clarion trumpet 
choruses (‘‘Panurge’’) and acoustic 
piano obligattos against fuzzy guitar 
(‘She’), or risking a complete baroque 
jumble of kitchen-sink-included sounds 
(‘Pretty Green Ice-Box Eyes’’), or 
forcing his chameleon voice into 
Beefhearty growls, flowery Daltry- 
Townshend falsettos and strained Marc 
Bolan-David Bowie brays. ‘Strange 
New Glasses,’’ the poppy opener built 
on briskly strummed acoustic guitar, 
harkens early Who, while Side Two's 
“When Winter Comes” reveals the 
Ophelias' debt to T-Rex and Hunky 
Dory. \f you want music to take 
absolutely seriously, this is probably not 
your cup of Shakespeare. Medford 
zap(pa)s his strange brews with the kind 
of humor that cuts through the 
ostensible pretense of the mix-and- 
match sounds. Only the closing 
“Lawrence of Euphoria,” with its heavy 
breathing Nixonian basso, is jokey 
beyond redemption, but it’s over fast 
and reminds you how rich the rest of 
the record was.

Black Sun Ensemble, 
Lambent Flame (Reckless) 
Munching too much peyote, reading too 
much mythology and frying too long in 
the parched Arizona desert (or else 
staying locked up in the dark too long 
with old Harvey Mandel, Pink Floyd and 
Sea Train records) inspires music like 
this. Such titles as ‘‘Sunset on the 
Sphinx,” ‘‘Celestial Cornerstone,” 
“Beneath the Sapphire Sky"’ and ‘‘Da 
Da is Gaga’”’ earn truth-in-packaging 
awards for Jesus Acedo and Odin 
Helgison. Occasionally packing more 
punch (thanks to bassist Michael 
Glidiwell and drummer John Brett) than 
the band’s Reckless debut, this is 
nonetheless for special listeners, 
namely those who admire extended 
guitar forays into thick sustains and 
controlled feedback, blending into an 
acid rocker's borrowings from the 
classical music of India, confounded. 
further by flute and saxophones. If its 
rhythmic ideas matched its penchant 
for complex sonic expressionism, Black 
Sun Ensemble would likely get beyond 
what is now an interesting, sometimes 
charming re-exploration of psychedelic 
guitar possibilities.

Neville Brothers, Yellow Moon 
(A&M) 

All temptation to dismiss these New 
Orleans legends after their last 
recorded move for mainstream airplay 
and respectability is blown away by this 
brilliant 12-song collection. The key is 
not the incorporation of Brian Eno's 
subtle sound effects, the Dirty Dozen

Brass Band's sassy horns, Daniel 
Lanois’ discreet production and guitar 
work, nor even the convincing political 
content that begins with the pan-African 
plea of ‘‘My Blood” and is repeatedly 
echoed in such songs as Sam Cooke’s 
“A Change is Gonna Come," ‘‘Sister 
Rosa,” (for Rosa Parks), Bob Dylan's 
“The Ballad of Hollis Brown’’ and ‘‘With 
God on Our Side,"’ ‘‘Wake Up” and 
“Will the Circle be Unbroken.” It is the 
primacy of rhythm, in all its Meterized 
convolutions, and the glorious, 
idiosyncratic singing of Aaron, spelled 
by the gritty vocals of Art and Cyril. 
Yellow Moon is not a substitute for the 
unadulterated R&B funk of the Meters’ 
heyday — it emphasizes texture and 
downplays the party atmosphere — but 
it shines a new light on American World 
Beat and makes a lot of politicized pop 
pale by comparison.

(Rough Trade) 
What the Cowboy Junkies did for the 
Velvet Underground and Flying Burrito 
Brothers, this Chicago quartet does for 
the Band, going for the vocal and 
instrumental grain while slowing the 
tempo, blurring the edges and 
stretching the textures out like taffy. 
Acoustic and electric guitars careen 
through the songs like a group of 
drunken harvesters staggering through 
the saloon doors with their arms around 
each other. Harmonicas wheeze 
erratically. Drums are downplayed and 
the bass is called up into new musical 
duties. And Chris Grigoroff's splintered 
vocals rise just far enough above weary 
resignation to keep terminal depression 
at bay. Finally, someone other than 
England’s Mekons captures the dark 
soul of the American truckstop spirit in 
post-'‘Unfaithful Servant’’ rock. This is 
music for watching the sun gp down on 
Western civilization.

John Handy, Excursion in Blue 
(Quartet) 

Despite the vast scope of his 
experience — including classic early 
sessions with Charles Mingus, his own 
historic live recording from the 
Monterey Jazz Festival and recent work 
with Bebop & Beyond and Mingus 
Dynasty. — Handy remains one the un- 
derrated giants of modern jazz. 
Producer Ted Gioia aims to rectify such 
oversights with his Quartet label's 
Masters Collection, and Excursion in 
Blue is an exciting place to start. 
Essentially a small group blowing 
session captured live in the studio, this 
first Handy-led recording date in almost 
a decade has him blowing alto and 
tenor with the superb rhythm section of 
drummers Billy Hart and Eddie 
Marshall, bassist Rufus Reid and either 
Jim McNeely or Buddy Montgomery at 
the piano. The repertoire includes ‘My 
One and Only Love,"’ ‘‘How Deep is the 
Ocean,’ Sonny Rollins’ ‘‘Paul’s Pal” 
and three Handy originals (plus a fourth 
on the CD). The playing is fresh and 
crisp, especially Handy’s original, neo- 
classical extensions of the bebop, blues 
and jazz ballad traditions, and the 
recording quality is brilliant. (467

The Replacements, Don’t Tell a 
Soul (Sire) 

It's funny how almost every 
Replacement'’s LP since Let /t Be (1984) 
has really gotten shit from all and 
sundry on the instant of its release — 
“such a disappointment!” etc., etc., 
etc. — and then been re-evaluated 
about a year later as a total and 
complete masterpiece. Don’t Tell A 
Soul's been suffering from the same 
type of backlash — Musician magazine 
calling them “The Last Great Band of 
the '80s’’ on a recent cover seems to 
have branded them with anti-hype, and 
the fact that the LP shows a major 
departure in sound, if not in theme or 
direction, doesn't help any 

The opening track “Talent Show,” 
however, bodes incredibly well for the 
future of the P-mats: Personally, | can’t 
hear Paul saying, ‘ooh honey don’t give 
me that look”’ without welling up inside 
It’s got that scratchy guitar-string 
acoustic sound we all love so well, and 
the patented insecurity that hounds 
Westerberg's writing is there in 
abundance, despite the world’s 
assurance that he's long since sobered 
up and sold-out. (Ha.) 

Otherwise, the album does have a 
mid-tempo, John Cougar kind of feel to 
it. It’s not a feel that bothers me: | think 
the fake soul of “Telling Me Questions” 
and the rock-ballad style suits the band 
fine, considering that the lyrics and feel 
to the music are still really great; 
they've never denied their allegiance to 
things like the Raspberries and Big Star, 
which are the apex of mid-tempo pop. 
The lyrics are really great, too, and 
there's a few lines | love, like ‘‘the rich 
are getting richer/the poor are getting 
drunk/and in a black and white picture, 
there’s a lot of gray junk’’ from the 
aforementioned ‘‘Questions,”’ and ‘‘You 
be me for a while and I'll be you,” from 
the single, ‘I'll Be You.’’ | have to admit, 
as | always do, | love the Replacements 
so much — not just their music, but 
what they stand for, white boy 
garageland pop-rock blues in late-20th- 
century America — that I'd be hard 
pressed to put them down for anything 
short of an endorsement. | just hope 
that you all don't write it off without 
really giving it a listen first. Why be so 
afraid of your own opinion?
